Gabriel Courier Interprets the News 


FIASCO? Is this the word? The finger 
pointers gesture toward recent events. 
First, the summit meeting was stillborn. 
Then Russia’s invitation to President 
Eisenhower was pulled out from under 
him. Then Premier Kishi realized be- 
latedly that the President’s dignity and 
perhaps his life would be endangered 
by mob violence if Mr. Eisenhower went 
to Japan. 

But when history counts up the bal- 
lots, it must record that it was not 
Eisenhower's good will that fizzled. He 
was in Paris, ready for the summit 
meeting. He was set to go to Moscow. 
He was Tokyo-bound. Nevertheless, 
such is the nature of scape-goatism 
that these Communist-inspired rebuffs 
hang heavy over two American political 
conventions. Could it possibly be that 
a mob in Tokyo will have decided who 
is to be the next President of the United 
States? 


U-2: The last word has not been said 
on the spy-plane incident, either, For 
all the gee-ing and hawing, don’t forget 
that the reason U-2 struck a nerve was 
that it proved the Iron Curtain to be 
made of cheesecloth, Pictures taken by 
this type of plane had revealed some 
mighty interesting facts, All of which 
is decidedly embarrassing to that most 
eager saber-rattler of all, Mr. Nikita 
Khrushchev. For once, the U.S. grasp 
has exceeded its reach—a new, and to 
a degree, refreshing state of affairs. 


JAPAN: Clearly the rioting that broke 
off Mr. Eisenhower's visit was Commu- 
nist-inspired. And clearly the Kishi gov- 
ernment was unpopular, But that’s not 
the whole story. The Japanese are sim- 
ply as mixed up as the rest of us, At 
the conclusion of World War II, Japan, 
under U.S. pressure, renounced war and 
militarism. The MacArthur-steered con- 
stitution dehorned Japan. Japanese war 
criminals were tried and _ punished. 
Now, the American-Japanese security 
treaty sets up what appears to be an 
entangling military alliance, which

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could involve Japan in another war. 
Perhaps Americans have learned that 
peace is balanced by preparedness and 
perhaps Japan has not. And perhaps 


Japan also remembers—more vividly 


than our untouched American cities 
suppose—the terrors of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. Whatever the logic of a se- 
curity pact, logic alone is never enough 
to deal comfortably with emotion. 


GERMANY: We were standing by a 
bus outside the West German equiva- 
lent of a Howard Johnson rest stop on 
one of the great German autobalhins, a 
young medical student and this repor- 
ter. We talked about the future of Ger- 
many. “Here I am 22 years old,” he told 
me, “and I have never seen East Ger- 
many nor had any contact with it. My 
generation is growing up thinking of 
Germany as West Germany.” Then 
he said thoughtfully, “The Communists 
need nothing more than time. A few 
more years and the people on both 
sides of the boundary who knew Ger- 
many as it used to be will be gone.” 

We boarded our bus and went on our 
way, each thinking his own thoughts. 
And I had even more thoughts to think 
when, presently, an interchange sign 


flashed by: “DACHAU, 7 Km.” 


OBERAMMERGAU: The Passion Play, 
performed in this mountain village of 
West Germany, has achieved world 
fame, It has received criticism also for 
being “anti-Semitic.” One curious com- 
ment I heard on the way to Oberam- 
mergau attributed a large share of re- 
sponsibility for the Hitlerian persecu- 
tion of Jews to passions aroused by the 
Passion Play. 

We have the feeling that those who 
would wish to edit the Passion Play 
would like also to edit the Gospels. In- 
stead of trying to expunge Jewish lead- 
ers of New Testament times of complic- 
ity in the crucifixion of Jesus, effort 
might better and more constructively 
be devoted to pointing out that Jews 
today are not responsible for their fore- 





fathers, any more than Presbyterians 
today are responsible for the burning 
of Michael Servetus. 


TYPICAL TOWN: A trip abroad does 
something good for one’s perspective. 
So does the comparison made by Dr. 
Henry Smith Leiper, a leader in Con- 
gregational Christian Churches and in 
the American Bible Society. Suppose, 
he suggests, we could reduce the pop- 
ulation of the world, in exact propor- 
tions, to one town of 1,000 people. In 
this imaginary town of 1,000, there 
would be only 60 Americans. Yet these 
60 would receive half of the income of 
the entire town, with the other 940 
residents dividing the other half, About 
330 in the town would be Christians, 
670 would not. Fewer than 100 of the 
Christians would be Protestant. 

At least 80 would be practicing Com- 
munists and 370 others would be under 
Communist domination. White people 
would total 803, with 697 nonwhite. 
Half of the 1,000 people would never 
have heard of Jesus Christ. More than 
half would be hearing about Karl Marx. 
The American families would be spend- 
ing at least $850 a year for military 
defense, but less than $4 a year to share 
their Christian faith with others of the 
community. 


TUSCANY: Our train was speeding 
south through Northern Italy. Lunch 
had been served, and most of the tour 
members were dozing contentedly. Nor- 
man Webb, our delightful English 
courier, who had the most amazing 
ability to draw together the tangled 
skeins of European history into one ex- 
citing, living tapestry, came into our 
compartment and said mournfully, 
“This is Tuscany in the springtime, 
and they are all asleep!” 

We often shut our eyes in fatigue or 
fearfulness—and miss beauty as well. 
What a pricking condemnation of any 
of us, traveling through the glory and 
the wonder of life—Tuscany in the 
springtime—and we are asleep!

IF David Livingstone’s statue near the brink of Victoria Falls could have come 
alive, I think the doughty old Scot would have shouted “Hallelujah” at the 
sight of Billy Graham standing at his feet and preaching to the whole world. 

It was most appropriate that Graham should have had intimate brushes with 
the spirit of the nineteenth-century missionary-explorer as he rested at the 
midpoint of a tour that was conceived and executed in the Livingstone manner. 

Outwardly the two servants of Christ traveled different roads. Livingstone 
cut a solitary path through trackless wastes; Graham flew from city to city in 
the company of friends. Livingstone talked haltingly to tiny clusters of tribes- 
men, counting his converts on his fingers; Graham’s average African crowd 
numbered 15,000 and hundreds of inquirers stood around his platform follow- 
ing every sermon. 

But inwardly, the two were cast in the same mold. Both sprang from sturdy 
Scotch homes where hard work was the rule. Both became men of action 
rather than scholars. Both became deeply dedicated Christians in their youth 
and were set apart from their fellows by far-sighted vision and boldness in 
carrying out projects others would not even begin. 

Each was more conscious of the oneness of the Lord’s hosts than the par- 
ticularities of his wn communion, yet neither sought to erase denominational 
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lines. And they were alike in a poignant, personal way—in their fate to be 
family men forced by their callings-to be far away from home and fireside 
most of the time. 

The success each achieved was due in no small measure to his ability to 
stir the imagination of rich and powerful men. Both Livingstone and Graham 
learned to walk with kings without losing the common touch. Friends of both 
put up considerable sums to make possible extensive travel in Africa without 
living off the land (in Graham’s case those friends also consisted of thousands 
of ordinary folks who support his many-sided ministry). Livingstone dined 
with queens and potentates. In Africa Graham was entertained by practically

Scarcely anyone in this day believes it 
possible that Graham could brush aside 
the barriers of distance and the con- 
fusion of tongues in order to preach 
to such a great part of that same con- 
tinent during a lightning tour. 

By doing so, the premier evangelist 
of the twentieth century may have set 
several new patterns for the African 
church. And because his best-publi- 
cized tour touched the Mohammedan 
problem at several points, it could have 
a far-reaching effect on the race that 
is underway between Christianity and 
Islam to fill the vacuum created in the 
soul of Africa by the rapid passing of 
paganism. 

Graham’s utter simplicity as he 
preached, coupled with his ever-pres- 
ent determination to proclaim only 
Christ and Him crucified, served as a 
model for many an African pastor who 
has been a slave to his notes and flow- 
ery in his pulpit-preaching manner. 


Mass evangelism is not the perfect 
weapon for the church’s arsenal, but 
it is one of the best if handled cor- 
rectly. Graham’s example added _ its 
techniques to those heretofore found 
to be effective in Africa. 

Billy’s was a mission to missionaries 
and national church leaders as well as 
to the man on the street. Everywhere 
he addressed special gatherings for 
Christian workers. He urged them to 
shake off besetting sins, to accept the 
fullness of the Spirit by faith and to 
labor in love. What he urged on oth- 
ers he did himself. In intimate prayer 
meetings with teammates in hotel 
rooms, by jungle roadsides and in des- 
erts he confessed his faults and threw 
himself on God for strength to press on. 

The tour wasn’t all peaches-and- 
cream. There were one or two partial 
failures; some half successes. In Kenya 
Colony little impression was made on 
the average white settler. The Liberian 
campaign scarcely broke out of the 
charmed circle of the coastal creoles 
to touch the semi-literate servant class 
and the tribal people. At Usumbura 
and again at Nairobi overzealous plan- 
ners scheduled two meetings the same 
day. The result: Graham, who spoke 
last, had restless, inattentive audiences. 

Then, there was the major fact that 
the team stayed nowhere long enough 
to make a thorough impression. This 


was in the cards from the moment in- 
vitations were accepted from 16 cities 
in 9 countries for an 8-weeks itinerary. 
As the days flashed by, many of them 
spent in travel, Billy admitted that the 
biggest mistake may have been trying 
to cover too much ground. It might 
have been better to concentrate on 
West Africa this year, leaving visits to 
other parts until later. 

However, this stretch-out was a 
blessing in some ways. It added greatly 
to the general educative value of the 
tour and that was one of its prime ob- 
jectives. It provided a new yardstick 
for measuring the outreach of a 
preacher by putting Billy on a conti- 
nental stage. And it served to focus the 
attention of the whole evangelical 
world on the whole of Africa as the 
continent’s crucial year of decision 
opened. 

In a very real sense no one else 
could have done it. Who else has the 
experience of years of such meetings 
around the world, plus the build-up 
of the friendliest press any evangelist 
ever was given? Billy also stands alone 
as a unifying symbol more effective 
than the ecumenical movement. On 
the entire tour only one mission group 
stood on the sidelines—a small affiliate 
of the separatist movement. 

There is another sense in which the 
tour proved that others can do far more

A Newsman’s 
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AN OBJECTIVE REVIEW of Dr. Billy Graham’s re- 
cent “safari for souls” crusade in British Central Africa 
reveals that the impact of his preachings was more 
marked on Africans than the white settlers. 

In the area of Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia’s second 
city where Dr. Graham held two open-air afternoon 
meetings, organizers of the crusade have been markedly 
assisted since the meetings in maintaining contact with 
urbanized Africans who were supporters of the church 
and members of mission schools in the rural areas of 
their birth. In the great shift of the black populations to 
cities, towns and industrial areas, a large proportion of 
Africans had lost touch with the church and its works. 

“Many such Africans came forward during the cru- 
sade, their names and addresses were taken and min- 
isters and missionaries have since been visiting them 
regularly,” says the Rev. Paul S. King of the London 
Missionary Society who was a member of the organizing 
committee of the Billy Graham Crusade in Bulawayo. 
“Quite a number are now coming regularly to the 
churches and are being trained for church membership.” 

Some 60 per cent of men and women of all races who 
made declarations for Christ at Dr. Graham’s Bulawayo 
meetings have returned their “first lessons.” Two Euro- 
pean ministers in the city report that while the crusade 
brought no marked increase in the number of European 
members of their churches, there has been “a definite 
quickening” in the life of those churches and a “deepen- 
ing of spiritual life.” Much more interest is being shown 
in Bible study classes— (Continued on page 40) 
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than they are doing in mass evangelism 
—even in Africa. Billy’s six associate 
evangelists had excellent meetings pre- 
paratory to his. Percentage-wise, their 
results often equalled his. And the bed- 
rock reason for the success of the cam- 
paigns—the mobilization of practically 
all evangelicals behind them—could be 
matched to some extent for other 
preachers. Billy has no secret formula 
others could not learn. 

The big, over-all result, of course, 
was the amassing of 40,000 decisions 
for Christ from among the 600,000 
who attended the meetings. A large 
proportion of these inquirers will be 
added to the churches, in most cases 
after a probation period. 

Not to be overlooked is the long- 
range usefulness of the thousands of 
counselors who were trained for the 
campaigns. Some trusted lay pastors 
got their first clear grasp of the Gospel 
in the counseling classes. Entire stu- 
dent bodies of seminaries enrolled. One 
fellow said the six lessons capsuled the 
entire seminary course; he was espe- 
cially grateful for the lesson on forgive- 
ness. Missionaries’ eyes were opened 
to the potential for spiritual ministry 
under their noses as their house boys 
engaged in prayer and personal work. 

The meetings had a salutary effect 
on the race problem in the few areas 
of the tour where it exists as such. In 
Central Africa, large-scale multi-racial 
meetings were something new. A lead- 
ing pastor said the signifieant thing was 
how little opposition was expressed (a 
few people objected to translating the 
sermons into African dialects where 
most people spoke English; some letter- 
writers protested Billy’s statement that 
Christ was not a European). 

Summing up, the minister of one of 
Southern Rhodesia’s largest churches 
said Christians had demonstrated a 
willingness to put the whole race ques- 
tion on a new level. And a top copper- 
belt industrialist, introducing Billy 
before 15,000 people, observed that 
problems exist in Africa that are beyond 
the reach of men or money. He saw a 
ground for hope in the preaching of 
the age-old Gospel and in the sense of 
fellowship it inculcates. 

Racism rears its ugly head in only 
two other areas of Africa. One is South 
Africa whose recent problems are well 
known, at least in a surface sort of way. 
The other is the “white highlands” of 
Kenya. The impact of the multi-racial 
meetings (and the inquirers standing 
side by side) was felt in Kenya as it 
was in Rhodesia, but on a ~smaller 
scale. Kenyans seem more given over 
to loose living and materialism and 
there are fewer committed Christians 
among them. Too, they are living in 
the emotional backwash of the bitter 
war to crush the Mau Mau.

A MISSIONARY’S 
VIEWPOINT

ON THE LAST Sunday morning in February two Missionary Aviation 
Fellowship planes skirted the western slopes of mighty Kilimanjaro and 
then twice circled the city of Moshi at the southern base of the mountain 
inf salute to what may well have been one of the greatest crowds gathered 
on the African continent in the name of the Christian’s God, When the 
planes alighted at the local airport a few minutes later, out stepped the 
Billy Graham team. The meeting that followed after a little more than half 
an hour was a great demonstration of Christian solidarity and a memorable 
occasion of forceful proclamation of the eternal and saving Gospel. 

The circumstances of the vast Moshi assembly to hear Billy Graham 
are impressive. Of course the great majority of the hearers were Africans, 
and the African ratio of car ownership is far less than one car to a hundred 
people; nevertheless twenty or more thousands of people had gathered. 
Some of the buses bringing the crowds had operated since three in the 
morning. Thousands of people came on foot from their homes as far as 
twelve miles away on the mountain. The last of four buses from a mission 
area about three hundred miles away came through only in the late 
afternoon following the meeting because of almost impassable roads over 
which passengers pushed their conveyances through the mud. To the 
inquiry whether there was not still a chance of having Dr. Graham say 
something to the group I had to give the distressing reply that he was 
by that time already in Kenya. Nor was this group in a position to pursue 
—the fruitless trip had undoubtedly already cost some of them all they had. 

Because of rain the night before, the crowds could not sit on the ground. 
Instead they stood, packed, and all around—everywhere. They stood where

WHAT are my impressions of the Graham crusade? 

1. Billy Graham is a sincere and earnest preacher of the gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2. He is a man of prayer. Many, many people in different parts of 
Africa and the whole world prayed faithfully for the success of the 
campaign. I traveled with the team all the time they were in Nigeria. 
One day, as we were flying in a chartered plane, he called us to a sea- 
son of prayer. On another occasion, as we motored from one village to 
the other, he called us to stop for prayer, and we went to a cocoa-farm 
nearby where it was quiet. There Billy Graham led us in another sea- 
son of prayer. Who would not feel securely safe as if he were under the 
everlasting arms of God in such circumstances? 

3. People from all walks of life—lepers, premiers, administrators, 
farmers and even witch-doctors—all heard Billy Graham gladly and 
responded to his invitations that they should accept and confess Jesus 
Christ as Lord. At a leprosy settlement near Kaduna, Northern Nigeria, 
the evangelist preached to the lepers who took a collection of two 
pounds—approximately five dollars—of their own volition as an offering 
for his evangelistic work. He was greatly impressed. At the University 
College, Ibadan, the entire student body heard him with undivided at- 
tention. Many of them made definite decisions for Jesus Christ after 
the service. A high British official in Jos, Nigeria, accepted Christ for 
the first time during one of the meetings. 

4. The evangelical churches were united in their desire to bring 
men and women to Christ. Never before in any part of Nigeria have so 
many with different denominational differences joined together for 
such a worthy cause. The crusade emphasized the important duty of 
the church, namely, the winning of souls to Christ. 

5. The crusade gave a sense of belonging ta something powerful. 
Billy Graham emphasized the fact that Jesus belongs to Africa as He 
does to any other continent, Therefore, Christianity is not a religion 
of the white man alone. It is also for the black man in Africa. 

6. The training of counselors before the crusades started helped in 
giving a new emphasis on personal évangelism. It was interesting as 
well as gratifying to see these trained Christian workers busy at work, 
and patiently counseling those who had just made new decisions for 
Christ. Many a time, some of the (Continued on page 75)

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the tour directly, but there were sig- 
nificant contacts. Several hundred 
South Africans traveled a thousand 
miles or more by automobile, bus and 
plane to attend the meeetings in Bula- 
wayo and Salisbury. A representative 
group of South African clergymen: 
chartered a plane to meet with Billy 
and urge him to hold major campaigns 
in their country. He agreed to cancel 
other engagements to do so, provided 
multi-racial meetings could be ar- 
ranged. The delegation thought such 
would be possible within two years. 

In some parts of Africa where there 
is complete relaxation on the race ques- 
tion, other problems loom fully as 
large. Tribal rivalry is one of them. It 
plagues Ghana; it creases the brows of 
Nigeria’s moderate leaders. It had 
brought nightly curfews to Douala, in 
French Cameroons, as we _ passed 
through. It has spelled death for many 
in the Congo and in Ruanda-Urundi in 
recent months. Conceivably it could 
throw the whole Congo into anarchy. 

The challenge of Islam hovered over 
the entire tour. At Dakar we learned 
how pitifully small is the evangelical 
minority in Moslem-dominated Sene- 
gal. In Liberia a missionary described 
two surveys made in the same West 
African area 30 years apart. The first 
showed few Mohammedans; the sec- 
ond, almost a solid front for Allah. 

In Monrovia we encountered the 
first of a string of fervent Moslem mis- 
sionaries from Pakistan—the Ahmadiy- 
yas. They seemed intent on basking in 
the reflected publicity of the cam- 
paigns. Their Liberian man wrote Billy 
a five-page letter trying to convert him 
to Islam, and asked for a reply so both 
could be published. Their Nigerian 
chief invited Billy to have a public de- 
bate over an obscure sentence from the 
evangelist’s 8-year-old book, Peace 
With God. Finally, in East Africa, a 
healing contest was suggested by an 
Ahmadiyya leader, the winner’s faith 
to be declared the true one. Billy de- 
clined but kept on with his positive 
Gospel proclamation. 

Ominous signs of Mohammedan ad- 
vance were pointed out in many places 
along the way. We learned that the 
Crescent is winning at least seven con- 
verts in sub-Sahara Africa for every 
three new soldiers of the Cross. Some 
said the proportion is ten to one. 

Certain signs pointed to the possi- 
bility that Christianity and Islam can 
co-exist. Moslem leaders in Northern 
Nigeria told Billy they are grateful for 
the humanitarian aspects of Christian 
missions. The powers that be in Cairo 
allowed a tent meeting for the first 
time in living memory and _ nearly 
10,000 crowded into it (2,000 inquirers 
were instructed). Jordan cancelled a

AFRICA? 


During 1960 several new African 
flags will fly proudly in the United 
Nations Plaza in New York City. 
Cameroon, Togo, Congo, Somalia, 
Nigeria, and perhaps Mali and Mad- 
agascar, will mark their independ- 
ence by applying for membership 
in the U. N. Tanganyika and Sierra 
Leone are on the brink of self-gov- 
ernment, and other lands are de- 
manding and expecting more voice 
in their governments. 

At this time of rapid change from 
dependence on European powers to 
independence, what lies ahead for 
Christian missions in Africa? What 
role can Christians from other lands 
play within the developing African 
churches? How can we be obedient 
to our Lord’s command to “Go and 
teach all nations”? 

In the one hundred and twenty 
years since David Livingstone be- 
gan his characteristic forward trek 
toward (Continued on next page) 
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the smoke of a thousand villages that 
had never heard of Christ there has 
been great growth in the Christian 
Church south of the Sahara. 

Dr. Billy Graham gracefully ac- 
knowledged the labors of Christian 
missionaries through the years when 
he said of his recent campaign in Af- 
rica, “If I have reaped, it is because 
others have sown.” 

The number of missionaries has 
grown steadily, especially since World 
War II, but it has always been small 
in comparison with the population. The 
widespread response to the Christian 
message has come about because Afri- 
cans proclaimed it just as soon as they 
received it themselves, and multiplied 
the efforts of the missionaries, Consid- 
erable numerical success has been ob- 
tained, for at least twenty-five million 
Africans south of the Sahara claim to 
be part of the Christian community, 
and there may be many more. In cer- 
tain areas one-third to one-half of the 
population is in some sense Christian; 
in others there is stiil only a handful, 
yet the emergence of the Church in 
Africa is a great new fact. 

It is within this Christian community, 
as partners of African Christians, that 
fellow workers from Europe, Australia 
and North America, and now also from 
Asia, can make their contribution. 
Direction has passed, or is passing to 
autonomous churches. Fellow workers 
from overseas will be most welcome 
who are willing to be invited by the 
local churches, who have their tasks 
set for them by Africans, and cheerfully 
do as they are asked. 

In fact, the missionary is being de- 
livered from the position where he is 
administrator, guide and senior part- 
ner, and is set free to follow his Mas- 
ter’s example of service, helpfulness. 


One might go farther and say that 
Christian missions in the sense of groups 
from overseas ordering their own af- 
fairs, are disappearing in the wider 
mission of the church, which is the 
proclamation of the message of salva- 
tion and reconciliation. 

Numbers, of course, are no measure 
of the real success of the Christian 
mission in Africa. The deeper question 
is “How Christian is Africa?” How 
deeply have lives been transformed and 
society permeated? Some answers can 
be found in the report of the first All- 
Africa Church Conference which was 
held at Ibadan in Nigeria in 1958, 
where African Christians from all over 
the continent gathered and faced their 
common problems. Of this the dele- 
gates spoke in their conference mes- 
sage: 

“Although our languages are many, our 
reason for coming here is the same, that 
we love the Lord Jesus Christ and are 
witnesses to His Gospel, that in Him we 
are one people whether we speak Ibo, 
Yoruba, Douala, English, Afrikaans, Zulu, 
Sesuto, Portuguese, French, Kikuyu or any 
other language that is spoken by the peo- 
ple who live in Africa....To be here is 
to have abundant cause to thank God for 
the way that the Gospel has been brought 
to so many countries, and to be filled with 
astonished joy that it has transformed the 
lives of so many men and women of 
Africa.” 

The delegates did not stop there in 
their joy. They knew that they were 
called to serve, that they had a divine 
mission of evangelism. 

“In a continent where such massive 
events lie ahead, we thank God that the 
Christian Church has taken such deep 
root. We know there are millions who 
have not heard the Gospel, and we accept 
the challenge of the evangelizing of our 
countries, especially in the face of the 
dangers of materialism and secularism.”

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Bishop Kariuki from Kenya spoke of 
Christian goals for family life; the study 
group faced the difficulties of putting 
them with effect in African life. Poly- 
gamy has such ancient sanction in 
Africa and such evidence of status that 
the ideal of one man and one woman 
in life-long partnership is often resisted. 

Henry Makulu from Northern Rho- 
desia tackled the problems of indus- 
trialization, and the movement to the 
towns. He pleaded for a teaching mis- 
sion, in the newly developing communi- 
ties, relevant to the lives of the people. 
Back of the rapid shift to the town is 
the question of land use and devel- 
opment. Clan or tribal ownership has 
tended to give way to individual own- 
ership, but the proper use, steward- 
ship and care of land, is basic. 

J. H. Nketia of the University Col- 
lege of Ghana, considered the role that 
African culture may play in Christian 
worship. The Reformation principle of 
bringing the faith home to people in 
the language they understand means 
not only the use of the vernacular lan- 
guage, but also African musical idioms 
and perhaps rhythmical movement. 

Within the church itself the better 
training of the ministry and the use 
of laymen are most vital. Increasing 
co-operation in training institutions is 
raising levels of ministerial prepara- 
tion, and theological colleges at univer- 
sity level are now coming into being 
in Africa. 

While these are the continuing prob- 
lems and opportunities that face the 
Christian mission in Africa, there are 
some particular difficulties at this time. 

First, there is the danger that inde- 
pendent Africa, in revulsion against 
former colonial overlords, may reject 
Christianity as the religion of the white 
masters. Missionaries from the West 
have too easily slipped into paternal- 
istic attitudes, and have assumed that 
their culture is in every way superior. 
Rising self-respect among Africans may 
lead to a struggle against many things 
Western including religion. 

Second, it is often said that Islam is 
a more “natural” religion for the African 
than Christianity. Certainly Islam is 
gaining in some areas. We do well to 
remember that in the early centuries 
the Church was found all across the 
North African shore, but that it dis- 
appeared with the sweep of Islam out 
of Arabia and along the coast. 

Inability to express the Christian 
faith in the language of the common 
people led to the great apostasy of the 
seventh century as Islam took over 
what had formerly been one of the 
most flourishing areas of Christianity. 
Only the Coptic Church in Egypt and 
the Ethiopian Church have managed 
to survive. 

Third, in most of southern and east-

And ever more his words and 
works will follow him, In the flesh, Schweitzer, who 
is universal, still ministers to men, women and little 
children in his Congo hospital. Frank Laubach is 
the captain of the world literacy advance, “The 
Army of Mercy.” 

I have known this man from his Philippine days, 
but only once has it been my privilege to have an 
unhurried time with him. Then, with Mrs. Laubach, 
we flew from Bangkok in Thailand, to Beirut in 
Lebanon. He was en route to Abyssinia on the next 
of his prophetic missions, and I was returning from 
Tokyo to New York. 

I could consume much editorial space in describ- 
ing Frank C. Laubach, but to what I have now 
written I add only this. The shorter biography of 
Jesus is comprehended in five words: “He went about 
doing good.” I believe that Dr. Frank C, Laubach— 
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as no other man of our time and over all the world

The Story of Ruth (20th Century-Fox) 


HOLLYWOOD'S SEARCH for a Bibli- 
cal theme in “The Story of Ruth” may 
nearly have been triumphant. Here is 
a drama so simple and so familiar as to 
have eluded most of the difficulties of 
Biblical wide-screen spectacularization. 
Twentieth Century-Fox has given full 
treatment to Ruth’s brief 4-chapter 
legend of love. But producer, director 
and cast bring talent to Norman Cor- 
win’s writing effort; what emerges is 
fresh perspective. 

Where the Scripture leaves large 
gaps in Ruth’s life, the film’s writer 
worked sensitively toward the creation 
of a realistic characterization, To dram- 
atize her subsequent conversion to 
Judaism, he made Ruth (played by 
Elana Eden) first a child apprentice in 
the pagan court of Moabite priestesses. 
To illuminate the drama of her conver- 
sion, he created a gentle, persuasive 
Bethlehemite for the role of Mahlon— 
Ruth’s first husband, a man whose su- 
preme sacrifice for his beliefs made 
Ruth a widow. And to mark the lineage 
from Boaz to David to Jesus, he care- 
fully accented Ruth’s journey into a new 
faith, that with Boaz she might con- 
fidently share the ancestry of a King. 
Most of the license taken with the Bib- 
lical account is in good taste. 

“The Story of Ruth” is staged in re- 
markable sequences of color contrast. 
Art direction is keenly felt in every 
scene, Setting the Moabite priestesses 
in green, blue and black against ivory, 
the artist captures the opulence of 
royalty with rich red. In the villages 
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and fields, he reproduces earth-tones in 
textiles and housewares. A bearded 
shaft of grain against blue sky comes 
alive in a characterization of its own. 

A drama of high courage, poctic 
sweetness and filial loyalty, Ruth’s story 
has found capable interpretation, It is 
a remarkable achievement. Moab vio- 
lence and corruption hold one’s shocked 
attention, in scenes dominated by a 
pagan god’s denial of man’s humanity. 
Later, on Judean hills, Ruth identifies 
with Jehovah’s followers. These people 
know corruption and cruelty, but their 
spirits are moving toward the new free- 
dom of mutual respect. 

Ruth’s affirmation, “Entreat me not 
to leave thee .. . for whither thou goest 
I will go,” is nearly lost in the drama’s 
compulsive rush of dialogue. One feels 
at times the script’s lack of spaces— 
silences during which one might com- 
pose himself. The fleeting, well-spaced 
Biblical account of Ruth gives her 
charm and wisdom. 

In Naomi (actress Peggy Wood), 
this film has perhaps its top character- 
ization. Stuart Whitman plays Boaz, 
Tom Tryon Ruth’s first husband Mah- 
lon. Jehoam the prophet (acted by 
Eduard Franz) brings a mystery and 
suspense to the film story—at Naomi’s 
well and in the final wedding scene. 
While his performance of a miracle 
comes off largely as good theater, never- 
theless his presence may substantiate 
for many the Old Testament back- 
ground for Jesus’ Bethlehem birth. 

A story adults and young people will 
enjoy, from which new dimensions of 
the Bible may be discovered. 


Pay or Die (Allied Artists) 


A DEDICATED New York City police- 
man of Italian extraction pursued his 
quest until he was a victim of the 
dreaded Mafia criminals. He was able 
to prove his case against the gangsters, 
and even though his assassins and docu- 
mentary evidence were never found, 
the back of the organization was 
broken. There is violence, but the story 
could not have been told without it. 
New York’s Little Italy of 1906-1909 is 
realistic; the drama convincing. For 
adults and mature young people, this 
is a story in which the hero—for a 
change—is a policeman. 


Wild River (20th Century-Fox) 


IN 1933 Congress authorized the pur- 
chase of land along the Tennessee River 
where dams would control periodic 
floods and inundations. The resistance 
from some inhabitants whose holdings 
lay along its course brought a young 
man from Washington for the TVA, to 
obtain consent of the owners of the 
land. An old matriarch and her family 
refuse to move from an island settled 
by her forbears. The man’s mission be- 
comes a conflict with the old lady, and 
a personal romance with her widowed 
granddaughter. Conflict, rivalry, and 
the grandmother’s death move the 
people like the tumultuous river toward 
a more peaceful course. 

Adults will appreciate the docu- 
mentary touches in this strong drama.

child of mystery 


Nothing is known about Unbu. In India, 
names have a meaning and her name means 
“love” but she has never had any. She was 
found in a small village down on the plains in 
Coonoor, South India, in the early morning, 
with a coconut shell which she used for beg- 
ging in her hands. She was sobbing arid no 
one knew how she came to the village. She 
had evidently been dropped there deliberately 
by someone during the night, as she had not 
been there the day before. 

She explained the long gash in the side of 
her head by saying she was torn by the claws 
of a dog which had knocked her down to take 
the few scraps of food someone had put in 
her coconut shell. She shook her head when 
asked about her mother and father and said 
she never had any. 

She did not know the place she came from 
but said it was big. She seemed to think she 
had always been on the streets alone. She 
had never eaten a regular meal, just scraps 
put in her shell or some cooked rice or vege- 
table she bought for a few annas (an anna is 
worth about two U. S. pennies) when she was 
lucky enough to be given any. She had never 
been in a house, she always slept on the 
streets, and her stomach always hurt. 

There are thousands of little Unbus in 
India—hungry, sick, homeless and friendless. 
CCF cares for as many as funds permit in 
CCF affiliated orphanages. In Calcutta alone, 
thousands live on the streets with families 
staking out bits of the curb. Here they sit, 
sleep, wash their clothing, cook their skimpy 
messes over a fire made from the shreds of 
dung picked up from the tracks of the skinny 
sacred wandering cows. 

Indian children can be “adopted” and ad- 
mitted to CCF’s 12 affiliated Indian orphan- 
ages. The cost is the same in India as in all 
countries listed, $10.00 a month.

CONVERSION between faiths is not a one-way street. This has been amply 
proved by a number of statistical studies. It does not need to be proved again 
that Roman Catholics are becoming Protestants in numbers that to many ap- 
pear startling. 

However, few studies have been made of why Roman Catholics become Prot- 
estants. One may find isolated case histories, but never before has there been 
available any substantial sampling. This I discovered soon after I began assem- 
bling material for a Catholic-to-Protestant sequel to my article, “Why Protes- 
tants Become Catholics’ (Oct. 59), for which a number of readers asked. 

Now I have the stories—some quite incomplete, some as complete as an hour 
or so of conversation would provide—of 100 converts. They are from the U.S., 
Canada, Italy (at least 13 were born there), France, Spain, Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Switzerland, Holland, the Philippines, Mexico, the Dominican Repub- 
lic, Puerto Rico, Nicaragua, Panama, Guatemala, Venezuela, and Peru. Most of 
them are now in the United States. When they were Catholics, their status 
ranged from laboring men to priests in large parishes, and in one case a bishop 
in the Old Roman Catholic Church. One woman had entered a convent and taken 
her first vows. 

There was a wide range in education. One immigrant woman volunteered the 
information that she could read neither her native language nor English. A few 
were graduates of great universities. 

At the time of conversion they ranged in age (Continued on next page) 
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from 7 to 62. Of 86 whose age we 
know at the time they became Protes- 
tants, the average was about 31. 

| In present social status they vary 
from unskilled workmen to evangelists, 
missionaries, prominent business men, 
editors and well-known Protestant min- 

isters, Some are authors of books. 
The converts differed greatly in their 
willingness to tell their stories. Those 
in some churches seemed eager to give 
their accounts, and since I obtained 
the stories where I could, this in- 
fluenced the following table showing 

the denominations these 100 joined.

My research covered a period of six 


months. The best way to obtain the 
sketches proved to be to meet the con- 
verts at church, or have ministers give 
their names, and then talk with them 
by telephone. There was much of this 
telephoning and personal interviewing, 
since 59 of the stories were collected 
by interviews. Seventeen of the stories 





came via letters written directly to me, 
as this table of sources shows:

I found one congregation of the 
Church of the Brethren, in which most 
of the members are converted Italian 
Catholics. Though not large, it pro- 
vided more stories than did any other 
church, which explains why this de- 
nomination is first in the table above. 
Partly because this group was so co- 
6perative, and for a reason which we 
shall discuss later, our study is heavily 
weighted on the theologically conser- 
vative side of the Protestant scales. 

Concerning the general reasons con- 
verts give for leaving Catholicism, Dr. 
W. Earl Hotalen of the Louisiana Moral 
and Civic Foundation, says, “Fully 75 
per cent or more of all former Catholics 
with whom I have talked have told me 
that the one decisive reason why they 
quit the Roman Catholic Church and 
joined some Protestant church is that 
some circumstance put a Bible into 
their hands and inspired them to read 
it....The Bible carried its own—and 
sufficient—weight of convincing author- 
ity; they believed it; they rejoiced in 
the spiritual and moral and social free- 


dom found in the Bible. . . . They have 
found forgiveness of sins, sonship with 
God, peace of mind, and a way of life 
—in the Scriptures. That is the whole 
story for multitudes of them.” 

The pastor of a church in Chicago 
writes of such converts: “One or more 
of these situations existed: (1) The per- 
son’was married to a non-Roman Cath- 
olic. (2) He had occasion to become 
bitter or critical of the Roman Catholic 
Church. (3) He was impressed by our 
sincerity. (4) He was influenced by the 
witness of a neighbor who was a gen- 
uine evangelical Christian.” 

Another minister asserts simply, 
“The chief reason for a change either 
way seems to be a mixed marriage.” 

In Christian Heritage magazine, an 
authority writing only of priests, says, 
“It is a very difficult thing to list any 
principal reason for priests leaving the 
Roman Church, but I would gather 
from our statistics that a realization of 
dogma versus Scripture and Christian 
life point out very vividly where the 
Catholic Church is in error. The mass, 
infallibility and politics are often the 
final straws that cause them to leave, 
but it usually is a series of events that 
have led up to it.” 

Some Catholic writers would not 
have agreed with these. Cardinal Per- 
rone was one. In the days of Pope Pius 
IX (1846-78) he wrote, “It is a con- 
tradiction and an impossibility that any 
Catholic should (Cont'd on page 46) 
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A FEW DAYS AGO a 14-year-old girl, a student in one 
of our special schools, telephoned to ask if she might see 
me. “What is the nature of your request?” I inquired. 

“IT want to talk to you about your church. You see, I am 
a Roman Catholic, but would like to become a part of your 
church.” 

I had a series of interviews with this young lady and 
found her to be an exceedingly intelligent person with an 
exceptionally high I.Q., and I was certain that she had 
thought this matter through, pro and con, and had come to 
a deliberate decision about her religious faith. 

Not only has she united with our church, but she has 
also brought her mother into the fellowship. Both are now 
loyal and devout members of our church. 

It has been my privilege over a period of 12 years as a 
minister in the pastoral field of a downtown “city” church 
(Marble Collegiate, New York), to interview the prospects 
and applicants for membership. During this period I have 
kept accurate records as to where every person has been 
baptized and their church backgrounds. 

When I started to total these records according to denom- 
inations, I found to my great astonishment that a pattern 
began to appear as to the relationship between Protestants 
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and Roman Catholics, a ratio that quite constantly kept 
showing up in practically every group of new members 
received. I found that it kept surprisingly constant over 
the years from 1949 to 1960. The total number of new 
members received into the church from April, 1949 to May, 
1960 is 3,791. The number of Roman Catholics included 
in this figure is 379, or exactly 10 per cent. The figures 
also show that the percentage tends to be on the increase. 
This is the record by years as follows:

THE STREET was filled with men returning from work, mothers coming into 
dark tenements with small children and groceries, little groups of teenagers walk- 
ing from their schools and clubs, and scores of boys and girls running up and 
down, chasing in the street or playing stickball against the gray faces of the 
buildings. Older people wore sad, resigned expressions. 

In the growing twilight I walked past “The Miracle Pharmacy,” “Vinny’s 
Spaghetti House,” and a shabby little store-front that advertised itself with a 
dingy sign drawn in crayon as “Church of Jesus Who Loves Us.” Next came 
“Frank’s Cleaners,” then a long row of dirty stone tenements. 

A group of mid-teen boys standing on the steps of the building just ahead of 
me were puffing at their cigarettes, staring disinterestedly at the street. Silent, 
heads bowed a little, they seemed part of the scenery, like the trash cans and 
broken bottles. 

I approached the boys and asked if any of them knew a boy by the name of 
“Sport.” Not one looked up and the only answer I got was continued puffing. 
Behind one boy’s head I noticed a building number scrawled in red crayon—it 
was the one I was looking for. 

I tried again. “Do you know which apartment ‘Sport’ Dimarco lives in? Philip 
is his real name.” 

Without looking up, one boy asked without expression, “Why? Is he in trouble? 
Keep us out of this, Mister, if he’s in trouble.” (Continued on page 28) 
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IN 1946 it was my privilege to visit 
several countries in Europe where the 
ravages of war were still evident. Nor- 
way had experienced five years of suf- 
fering and persecution, with much of 
its north country laid waste and deso- 
late, but its spirit uncrushed. In a great 
service in the Cathedral at Tromso I 
was moved to the very depths of my 
soul as I heard that congregation lift its 
heart in singing “A Mighty Fortress Is 
Our God!” 

Holland, enslaved but unconquered 
for five years, had broken families, 
devastated cities, homeless people, 
starving multitudes, but here again in 
a great meeting at Rotterdam the 
crowd that filled that large church to 
capacity sang out, “O God our help in 
ages past, our hope for years to come; 
our shelter from the stormy blast, and 
our Eternal Home.” A Dutch friend 
said to me, “Our faith in God never 
failed.” 

Then there was France which suf- 
fered also five years of occupation with 
its attendant humiliation and misery. 
Here the spirit of its people seemed to 
be crushed and defeated. Someone 
commented, “France is all torn apart

It was in this context and setting 
that our text struck me with significant 
force and I repeated over and over to 
myself, “The Dayspring from on high 
hath visited us, to give light to them 
that sit in darkness, and in the shadow 
of death, to guide our feet into the 
way of peace.” 

Two thousand years have passed 
since this song of Zacharias was sung 
on the threshold of a new day. These 
were the words of a prophet—the fa- 
ther of John the Baptist. They were 
used to herald the coming of the One 
who was to be “the Light of the 
World” and “the Prince of Peace.” 

These words were the echo of the 
prophecy of Isaiah given over 700 
years previously—“The people that 
walked in darkness have seen a great 
light: they that dwell in the land of 
the shadow of death, upon them hath 
the light shined.” (Isaiah 9:2) “T will 
bring the blind by a way that they 
knew not; I will lead them in paths 
that they have not known; I will make 
darkness light before them, and 
crooked things straight. These things 
will I do unto them, and not forsake 
them.” (Isaiah 42:16)

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Some years ago there was a popular 
sentimental song entitled “The World 
Is Waiting for the Sunrise.” You may 
remember singing it. How literally this 
is true today. No one who studies the 
times in which we live, who moves 
about amongst the peoples of the vari- 
ous countries, who puts his ear against 
the heart-throbs of humanity, can help 
but realize that a great part of the 
world still “sits in darkness and in the 
shadow of death,” and is still looking 
for the “way of peace.” 

Millions sit in the darkness of ignor- 
ance and superstition, to whom the 
light of the Gospel has never yet come. 
The doors of opportunity are wide 
open to reach these benighted lands. 
“Come over and help us” is heard on 
every side, and God needs messengers 
to carry the light of truth, and the 
Gospel message of peace to these dark- 
ened places of the earth. 

Then there are those who sit in the 
darkness of intolerance and misunder- 
standing. Prejudices have been passed 
on from one generation to another; 
suspicions believe the worst of the 
other fellow. Continued darkness 
breeds hatred, and hatred incites re- 
taliation, and retaliation feeds the war- 
spirit. Thus the vicious cycle is per- 
petuated. 

Also there are those who sit in the 
darkness of personal selfishness. Noth- 
ing is more blinding than this. It is 
because of human selfishness that na- 
tions cannot bridge the gulf of absolute 
autonomy and yield their individual 
interests for the good of the whole. 
Because of human selfishness races 
maintain the divisive spirit of superior- 
ity and frustrate God’s plan for a world 
brotherhood. 

Human selfishness keeps manage- 
ment and labor from together working 
out an equitable distribution of earn- 
ings and profits, and a satisfying solu- 
tion of employment problems. Because 
of this spirit political parties cling to 
partisan controls, rather than seeking 
first the best and highest good of all 
the people. This same spirit of selfish- 
ness even creeps into the church itself, 
dividing the flock of God and robbing 
the church of its united strength 
against the common enemy, and ex- 
posing its weakness to the ridicule of 
the world. 

Yes, the ignorant, the intolerant, the 
selfish sit in darkness, and to their 
shame they seem to “love darkness 
rather than light, because their deeds 
are evil.” 

The fear of death and the beyond 
has ruled man from the very begin- 
ning. To the man outside of Christ 
there has never been a satisfying an- 
swer. He has lived in the grip of this 
fear and has sat “in the shadow of 
death.”

held and hundreds of peace treaties 
have been prepared and signed all 
down through the centuries, and the 
quest for peace still goes on. Is there 
hope in these deliberations or are they 
just “dead-end streets”? 

As important as is the peace be- 
tween nations, and peace between op- 
posing factions and groups within any 
given nation, the basic peace upon 
which all other rests is that which is 
within a man. Unless men are at peace 
with God, and have His peace at the 
very center of life, no other peace can 
be realized. 

What, then, is the answer to a world 
that “sits in darkness and in the shadow 
of death,” and seeks desperately for 
peace? Is it not Christ who is the Light 
and Hope and Saviour of the world? 

Yes, the promised light has come 
and shines in the world today. All the 
world needs to do is to raise the win- 
dow blinds, and let the healing beams 
of the Sun of Righteousness flood the 
soul; to open the doors to the heart 
and mind and let the Light of Life 
enter in. It sounds so simple! Yet we 
know that the world, as a world, can- 
not do this. 

The world is in darkness only be- 
cause so many people who make up 
the world “sit in darkness.” The an- 
swer, then, is for individuals to sur- 
render to the “Light of the World,” 
thus making it possible for the King- 
dom of Light to spread until it con- 
quers the darkness everywhere. When 
the solution is brought down to an 
individual basis, then we can each do 
something about it. 

The “dawning of a new day” is not 
something that we can merely wait for 
in complacent inactivity but is an 
achievement which we are to work for 
as “laborers together with God,” for 
has not the “Dayspring from on high” 
visited us and brought us light in our 
darkness and fear? Have we not then 
become a part of the light of the world 
which is to be shared with others? 
Surely now that the Prince of Peace 
has visited us and guided our feet into 
the way of peace, we who have found 
the way ought to direct the feet of 
others. 

He who has forgiven our sins and 
accepted us into His family and fellow- 
ship wants to flood the whole of our 
being with His light and. glory, so that 
we may in truth and in experience 
be indeed the children of light shining 
in a dark world. 

If you dwell in darkness, be com- 
forted and encouraged in the reassur- 
ance that the “Dayspring from on high 
hath visited us, to give light. . . .” May 
each of us through the acceptance of 
Christ as Saviour and Lord have the 
joy of this New Day in our own hearts; 
may we become the bearers of light 
to’ them who still sit in darkness. #

“No, he’s not in trouble,” I respond- 
ed. “I just came to see him.” 

Another boy flicked his cigarette to 
the curb and turned to me.

Sport didn’t answer them but said 
nervously to me, “That’s those buddies 
of mine, always impatient to get mov- 
ing.” He paced around the table, 
stepped over to the stove, looked aim- 
lessly among the pots and pans, re- 
turned to his chair and began deliber- 
ately to bite his fingernails. I sensed it 
was time for me to go. Then I had an 
idea. 

“Sport, I don’t know if you'd be in- 
terested, but we're having a group of 
handicapped children at Mont Lawn 
this weekend, kids that don’t usually 
get away during the summer. We don’t 
have our regular counselors up there 
now and we sure could use someone to 
help out—somebody with muscles be- 
cause some of the children have to be 
lifted, and somebody with good sense 
and who knows what Mont Lawn is all 
about. Maybe you'd like to come up 
tomorrow and help us.” 

The boy didn’t answer. He seemed 
intent upon his nails, so I went on. “You 
could meet us at the Rockland Bus Sta- 
tion at 5 o'clock. The kids would ap- 
preciate it—some of them have to be 
carried around and dressed and fed. 
It’s not easy, and it takes a lot of pa- 
tience. ...” 

A second yell from below inter- 
rupted us again. “Come on, Sport! We 
can’t wait all night. If you aren’t down 
here in five minutes we're leaving with- 
out you. You're not chicken, are ya?” 

Sport winced and looked at me 
quickly. He still didn’t answer but he 
was unbolting the door for me, shaking 
my hand, hurrying me out. 

I groped down the long flights of 
dark stairs, his parting words ringing 
in my ears, “Don’t worry about me. I 
can take care of myself.” 

I felt a little numb and there was a 
hollow feeling in my stomach as I went 
out into the dark street. “Frank’s Clean- 
ers” was closed now. Above me were 
the faint letters over the church door, 

“Church of Jesus Who Loves Us.” 


In apartment 4-D (I pieced the story 
together from things Sport told me 
later), the boy hurriedly mixed a cup 
of instant coffee, drank half and threw 
the rest down the sink. He ducked his 
head under the cold water faucet, then 
combed his hair carefully, looking hard 
into the mirror. He fastened and un- 
fastened the top buttons of his shirt, 
trying to decide which was better, used 
his comb again. 

At the table he picked up the crum- 
pled cigarette pack, saw that it was 
empty and tossed it across the room. 
Then he noticed a blue card on the 
floor underneath the table. 

“Mr. Gene must have dropped this 
out of his briefcase. He’d be in the sub- 
way by now; I can’t catch him. I won- 
der if it’s anything important. er A 
it has my name on it... 


Seont sat down and read the card, 
half to himself and half to the room. 
“Philip Dimarco, nickname Sport. 
Male, aged 10. Christian Herald Chil- 
dren’s Home, Mont Lawn. Application 
for Camp, 1955. Father—out of home. 
Mother—some welfare assistance, but 
tries to work to support self and son. 
Two rooms, $32.50 monthly. Crowded, 
and poor housing. Delinquent neigh- 
borhood.” 

There was other information on the 
card; the name of the church center 
that had referred him to camp, and at 
the bottom his mother’s signature, 
“Mary Dimarco.” The other side had 
notations saying he was looking for- 
ward to camp, his mother was grateful 
for the chance, he was a “normal active 
boy” who got along well with other 
children. Sport smiled a little. 

At the bottom were the counselor's 
comments on the camp experience. In 
ink it said: “He is a very ambitious and 
talented boy, sensitive to the needs of 
others. He enjoyed all camp activities 
and participated to the full. Sometimes 
he hides behind a false cover of tough- 
ness, and his surface behavior often re- 
flects his poor environmental back- 
ground. But he is good-natured at 
heart and quickly responds to those 
who recognize his excellence. We 
should encourage him to do his best, 
because he will make a wonderful citi- 
zen. My most promising camper. 
(Signed) Robert Cheng, counselor.” 

The boy stood up, read the last com- 
ments again, and said aloud, “Mr. Rob 

. said that about me!” 

Sport dragged a chair into the small 
bedroom off the kitchen. He fumbled 
around the top closet shelf and pulled 
down a dirty blue canvas bag, blew 
off the dust. 

“Tll need dungarees,” he mumbled 
to the empty room, “and a flannel shirt 
and boots for the mountain; and 
clean shirt for Sunday chapel.” ® 
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IMMY has never known any world but that of the 

slum child. His home is two crowded rooms on the 
top floor of a crumbling tenement; everything there is 
dirty and falling apart, including the tiny bed he shares 
with his brother. Jimmy’s proudest possession is a 
ragged shirt he found in someone’s garbage pail — and 
it is his alone only because nobody else can wear it. 

This pathetic boy is trying not to cry because he’s 
been told he’s a “big boy” now and big boys don’t ery.

ban on Billy; her king welcomed him 
and her national radio broadcast one 
of his sermons twice. Some middle East- 
ern rulers are softening the rules of 
Ramedan fasting. 

Other signs point the other way. The 
military junta of the Sudan, which is 
trying to impose the Moslem holy day 
on Christians in the southern prov- 
inces, granted permission for Billy to 
preach in Khartoum and then can- 
celled it. Some Moslems would like to 
resume their Nigerian march to the 
sea which was halted by British police 
authority. Independence this year will 
remove Britain’s restraining hand. A 
high Moslem official told Billy that 
some missionaries have engaged in po- 
litical activities which “must stop.” 

Few observers expect the Moslems 
to attempt actual repression of Chris- 
tianity in Africa, except possibly in the 
Sudan. But many look for a selective 
black list under which a Moslem-led 
government would refuse to approve 
the visas of returning missionaries who 
had incurred official displeasure. 

The impact of Graham’s campaigns 
on Moslems surprised many and en- 
couraged Christians. A high Moslem 
official, who went to one of the serv- 
ices, confided to a friend that it was 
the first clear presentation of Christian- 
ity he had ever heard. His comment: 
“It was wonderful.” Some of the West 
African meetings attracted hundreds 
of Moslems and a number of them 
were converted. 

In East Africa a good sprinkling of 
East Asian traders turned out. One 
grey-bearded Sikh who had been at- 
tending Christian services for eight 
months was among the first to respond 
to the invitation in Nairobi. “Mr, Gra- 
ham, I have come to accept Christ,” he 
said. Later his friends asked if he was 
crazy, making such an exhibition of 
himself. “Sure, I’m crazy,” he replied, 
“but I have peace in my heart for the 
first time in my life.” 

In Ethiopia Emperor Haile Selassie, 
defender of the Coptic Church, has 
welcomed evangelical societies as buff- 
ers against the inroads of Islam. A 
Christian missionary said 400 Moslem 
evangelists, graduates of a Cairo train- 
ing school, have moved into small 
villages, married local women and pro- 
ceeded to win thousands while sup- 
porting themselves as traders. 

The Crescent advances with ease in 
Africa because of the simplicity of its 
creed and the absence of any demand 
for a drastic moral change. Polygamists 
are permitted to keep four wives and 
rotate them. In the Christian camp, 
plural marriage is mostly forbidden. 
Practically everywhere New Testa- 
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ment standards have been maintained, 
making conversion difficult for some. 

Another factor favoring Islam’s ad- 
vance has been the ease with which 
its followers identify thmselves with 
Africans. Christianity has long been 
saddled with the stigma of colonialism 
and European materialism. Africans 
seem to find it easy to forget the role 
of the Arab slave trader and remember 
only that their more recent overlords 
came from so-called Christian lands. 

Billy Graham tried manfully to re- 
paint the public image of Christianity. 
It is neither fair nor right to confound 
Christianity with European civiliza- 
tion, he said. Christ belongs as much 
to Africa as anywhere; He was born in a 
land that touches three continents and 
His skin was not as light as some nor 
as dark as others. He was brought to 
Africa as a baby for refuge, and an 
African helped bear His cross. These 
words, coupled with Billy’s congratu- 
lations on Africa’s independence move- 
ment, caused faces to light up. 

Most missionaries have come to 
terms with African nationalism, at least 





outwardly. No one will be able to work 
successfully among the African people 
in the 1960s unless he is willing to shed 
the last vestige of any claim to superi- 
ority on the basis of color or culture. 

Billy Graham views African nation- 
alism in a positive way. He sees it as 
the result of the breath of God on the 
masses, stirring them to stand erect and 
rule themselves. Nearly all the nation- 
alist leaders are former bright boys of 
mission schools. Some of them are 
Christian patriots in the finest sense. 

The Graham team urged sponsoring 
committees everywhere to depend 
largely upon Africans for responsible 
leadership posts in the campaigns. This 
was done quite generally in West and 
East Africa. It is hoped that the experi- 
ence gained will be useful in future 
co-operative projects as well as in the 
churches to which the leaders belong. 

There are some danger signals in the 
nationalistic movement. Some of its 
adherents are ready to throw out the 
baby with the bath water if churchmen 
oppose them at any crucial point. Oth- 
ers view Christianity through pink- 
colored glasses. Some are even ready 
to foster a recrudescence of paganism. 

The tour did more to foster fellow- 
ship and understanding among evan- 
gelical Christians of all persuasions 
than anything else that has ever passed 
that way. Ministers of more formal 


communions were surprised to find so 
much that they approved in the out- 
look of new friends in other camps. 
And some of those who have felt iso- 
lated in their enthusiasm for evan- 
gelism were amazed and gratified to 
sense a genuine concern among people 
whom they had considered cold- 
hearted, if not wrong-headed. - 

Denominational lines are drawn 
more tightly in some parts of Africa 
than in the average American city. In 
two cities, counselors for the meetings 
could not be trained together; they had 
to sit under their own particular teach- 
ers. In such places the campaign gen- 
erated a warm fellowship where there 
had been little or none. Almost every- 
where it drew Christians closer to- 
gether than they had ever been. 

Little, if any, impetus was given 
the movement for church union, al- 
though the personal friendships that 
were cemented could improve the 
chances for union where it is actively 
sought. In general, African Christians 
seem less concerned about denomina- 
tional lines than do the missionaries. 
The presence of large interdenomina- 
tional societies and the extensive ob- 
servance of comity has led to the 
growth of churches which minister to 
all the Christians of sizable areas. 

Some well-meaning Christians in 
America are doing great harm to some 
of these independent, self-supporting 
churches by sending money to dissi- 
dents in response to sob-story letters. 
Anyone who gets a request for help 
from an African unknown to him 
should check with a reputable mission- 
ary agency before responding. Other- 
wise he may actually be helping dis- 
gruntled and undisciplined people 
disrupt the real churches of areas only 
a short step from paganism. 

The Africa that Billy Graham met 
is a different one from the Africa Liv- 
ingstone discovered. But in a real sense 
Livingstone saw Graham’s day and re- 
joiced in it. On one of his monumental 
treks he penned this prophecy in his 
ever-present journal: 

“Future missionaries will see con- 
versions following every sermon. We 
prepare the way for them. May they 
not forget the pioneers who worked 
in the thick gloom with few rays to 
cheer except as flow from faith in God’s 
promises. We work for a glorious fu- 
ture which we are not destined to see.” 

Billy recalled these words just be- 
fore he left for Africa. His response, 
which I am ‘sure he felt even more 
deeply after seeing so many come to 
Christ, was: “If that great heart of 
African exploration is watching our 
crusade in Africa from the battlements 
of Heaven, I trust he will know that 
we have not forgotten. We follow in 
his train and in the train of the Master 
whose he was and whom he served.” ®

on account of Dr. Graham’s emphasis 
on the Bible. 

“He seems to have appealed par- 
ticularly to European teen-agers,” says 
Mr. King, “and, consequently, there 
has been a general toning up and an 
increased interest in religion on the 
part of youngsters in youth clubs and 
the senior grades at schools.” 

He added that a significant sideline 
following the crusade was the “in- 
creased friendship and co-operation” 
between European and African min- 
isters of various denominations. 

“We got together to plan the cru- 
sade and looks as though we shall stay 
together.” 

In Salisbury, capital of the Federa- 
tion of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, where 
Dr. Graham held a single mass rally 
at night, members of the organizing 
committee have found, on the African 
side, that the majority declared them- 
selves in a sense of re-dedication rather 
than as making first decisions for 
Christ. 

“Because of that we have not seen 
as large an increase in service attend- 
ances as in some European churches,” 
says the Rev. John Cheyne of the 
Southern Baptists who was executive 
secretary of the Salisbury campaign 
committee. 

It is considered that the two most 
outstanding effects on the African 
community in and around Salisbury as 
a result of the visit are: (1) a very 
definite resurgence of evangelistic 
preaching among African pastors, and 
(2) the positive effect on the attitude 
of the emergent Christian African to- 
wards the European community. 

“Billy’s meeting was the first occa- 
sion ever in the Salisbury area when 
white and black stood side by side in 
such an outstanding effort,” said Mr. 
Cheyne. “We have had minor areas of 
co-operation in the past but these had 
been mainly among church leaders. In 
the crusade we saw— and it amazed the 
African laymen—white and black com- 
ing together at the altar. The response 
to the crusade has been two-fold. One 
black convert told me: “This is what 
partnership really means’ and then, at 
the other extreme, a cynical African 
newspaperman declared, ‘It did not 
touch me—Dr. Graham did not say a 
word about politics.’ ” 

And this is the verdict on the Salis- 
bury crusade by the Rev. Clayon Sut- 
ton Surmon of Calvary Baptist Church, 
who was vice-chairman of the organ- 
izing committee: “Transformation is 
the keynote in assessing the worth of 
the crusade. Never before had the 
churches come together and co-oper- 
ated. They were fused into a testa- 
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mental church, fired with a passion for 
the souls of Salisbury. Denominational 
and racial differences were forgotten, 
and, what is more important, it has 
continued....The Graham Crusade 
has not only provided a contact for a 
closer and more harmonious working 
together on the church level, but has 
made Christ a real and vital experience 
in daily conversation, People can be 
reached more readily in the offices and 
factories and other centers of employ- 
ment. Many of our high schools now 
have Christian groups of up to 60 and 
70, where previously they struggled 
for existence. In one church, the minis- 
ter—not particularly enthusiastic about 
the Billy Graham visit—conducts a 
weekly Bible Class for 35 gleaned from 
the follow-up program. 

“In the field of race relations, one 
thing stands out prominently. The im-

pressive spectacle of Africans, Euro- 
peans and other races mingling to- 
gether in quiet, orderly fashion, 
praying together, and receiving Christ 
together on that final night when Dr. 
Graham spoke, remains an inspiration, 
a challenge, and a pattern which, when 
the spiritual history of the nation is 
finally written, may well prove to have 
been its most enduring lesson.” 

The effect of Billy Graham’s mes- 
sage on Northern Rhodesia’s wealthy 
Copperbelt—he held one meeting in 
Kitwe on the night of February 25 
before going on to East Africa—is said 
in some quarters to have been 
“negligible.” 

The Copperbelt’s “Fighting Parson,” 
31-year-old Colin Morris of the United 
Free (Methodist) Church in Chingola, 
whose church has been desecrated in 





the past by vandals in reprisal for his 
outspoken sermons against the color 
bar, blames partly Dr. Graham himself 
and partly the organizers of the cam- 
paign in Northern Rhodesia for the 
lack of impact. 

“The result of Dr. Graham’s visit 
has been virtually nil,” said Mr. Mor- 
ris who is himself a supporter of the 
American Evangelist. “I have not had 
one convert in my own church. I am 
deeply disappointed, but it was, of 
course, inevitable. My belief is that 
Billy made an unfortunate error in 
maintaining a stand of neutrality in 
Central Africa’s racial and _ political 
problems, He should have been pre- 
pared to abandon his standard sub- 
jects and preach about the Christian 
responsibility for race relations. You 
cannot preach the Gospel in a vacuum. 
It must be preached in the context of 
reality, and the reality in Central 
Africa is that racial discrimination is 
its most besetting sin.” 

Mr. Morris claims that Dr. Graham’s 
declaration that he would not discuss 
racial issues had had the effect of cut- 
ting away the ground from under his 
(Mr. Morris’s) own branch of the 
church which was trying to speak out 
against discrimination. Mr. Morris is 
also critical of the shortness of the 
campaign on the Copperbelt. 

“It was ludicrous to try to pretend 
that anyone could come here and in 
one evening convert what is one of the 
toughest and most materialistic areas 
in Africa,” he says. “The tour should 
have lasted five times as long. Surely 
he could have spared more time here. 
If Dr. Graham had been an old man 
of 80 passing through and this had 
been the last chance to see him, it 
would have been excusable, but he is 
a young man with plenty of time. The 
failure of his campaign here will make 
it more difficult for any future evan- 
gelistic campaign.” 

Mr, John McNeilly, lay chairman of 
the Copperbelt Follow-up Committee, 
says that no more than half of the ap- 
proximately 850 Africans and 150 
Europeans who came forward at Dr. 
Graham’s rally to make declarations 
had retained their interest. He added: 
“But we did not expect a tremendous 
response, It was a lightning visit.” 

Mr. Henry Makulu, a full-time Afri- 
can lay worker employed by the World 
Council for Christian Education, 
doubts whether more than a third of 
the Africans who came forward in re- 
sponse to Dr. Graham’s call had re- 
mained fully converted. 

He asserts, however, that there has 
been a general impact on Africans of 
the Copperbelt as a result of the Gra- 
ham crusade. 

“Dr. Graham showed my _ people 
that Christianity is not merely a re- 
ligion for Europeans,” he declared, ®

returns as Woman’s Editor, really she 
has never been away. For when she 
became managing editor of Photoplay, 
then editor-in-chief of Smart Set (after 
that magazine was slanted toward 
young career women), she remained 
always on call from us for articles, 
stories and poems. 

Our new Woman’s Editor was 
named for her grandmother, world- 


famous inspirational writer and poet’

who came to CurisTIAN HERALD at the 
call of the founder, Louis Klopsch, 
along with our distinguished first edi- 
tor, Dr. T. DeWitt Talmage. The 
grandmother sold her first story to a 
Presbyterian publication at the age of 
17, and at the time of her death was a 
contributing editor on the staffs of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal and Woman's 
Home Companion, as well as Curis- 
TIAN HERALD. 

The granddaughter really began her 
literary career before she was 8 years 
old, or as soon as she could read, for 
she read to her grandmother when the 
eyesight of the first Margaret failed 
and this second Margaret followed the 
pattern set by the first. From the very 
beginning of her career, her output 
has been prolific. She wrote weekly 
articles, stories and verse for Curts- 
TIAN HERALD, contributed a poem a 
day to a newspaper syndicate; and in 
addition to her top editorial positions, 
she has written for two religious 
weeklies published by the David C. 
Cook Company of Elgin, Illinois, 

When she left the editorial field, she 
became a free-lance writer of fiction 
and has produced hundreds of stories 
for women’s magazines, more than 
40 books including novels, verse and 
inspirational prose. In the 1930s she 
graduated into the then comparatively 
new field of radio. Here she is recog- 
nized as “first writer.” Her half-hour, 
then hour radio program has been tops 
in its field for 18 consecutive years. 
This is the only program giving a com- 
plete fiction story every day for so long 
a period. During these years, she 
authored many soap operas, including 
“Joyce Jordan” and the New Testa- 
ment version of “The Light of the 
World.” Currently, as she returns to 
CurisT1AN HeErAup, she is writing 
“Whispering Streets,” now in its ninth 
year. 

Margaret’s working system is per- 
haps unique. She dictates everything 
to a secretary who takes the copy di- 





rectly on a typewriter, She corrects this 
copy, gives it to a second secretary 
who produces a finished version—and 
she writes from 40,000 to 75,000 words 
every week. 

Our Woman’s Editor lives in Engle- 
wood, New Jersey, just 20 minutes 
from Times Square, but her house is 
surrounded by several acres of wood- 
land filled with birds and animals that 
are really wild—that is, they were wild 
before Margaret tamed them. Her 
hobby and her profession are identical 
—writing is her very life. Next to it, 
she loves animals—with an emphasis 
on cats, who have their own fenced-in 
garden so that they cannot kill her 
birds and squirrels. But Miss Sangster’s 
primary interest is not cats. She has 
taken her vows as godmother seriously 
and now there are 12 godchildren with 
whom she is in constant touch. In addi- 
tion to these, there are five children, 
now grown, who have been and are 
almost as her blood sons and daugh- 
ters. 

For years she has been a_ board 
member of Christian Herald Children’s 
Home and the Bowery Mission, and 
she belongs to various clubs as well as 
to the Author’s Guild, and the Radio- 
Television Guild. Had she the time, 
she would play golf regularly, 

While her literary contributions, 
stories and poems et al will appear 
regularly in CuristiaN HERALD and in 
our new supplement, “The Sunday 
School Teacher,” her participation in 
editorial and general staff activities will 
be invaluable.

ern Africa, where there is a compar- 
atively large settled white population, 
tension is mounting between the dom- 
inant minority and the newly awakened 
majority. “Separate development” is 
put forward as a solution, which would 
however leave the white minority in 
effective control. In view of the “wind 
of change” that is blowing in Africa 
today it is hard not to believe that 
majority rule will come sooner or later 
all over the continent. There too part- 
nership is needed, lest the majority re- 
ject Christianity. 

So far in most newly independent 
countries south of the Sahara the 
change over from one government to 
another has been relatively smooth. Up 
to June 1960 dire predictions of chaos 
and disaster, of inability of Africans to 
rule themselves, have not been justified. 
Some of the newer countries may not

their sitting down and they stood in 
deep concentration far behind the plat- 
form in an area he had roped off as out 
of bounds. Far to the left several score 
of people stood on an ant hill. And 
way down to the right the buses were 
parked almost to Moshi’s new mosque. 
The morning was beautifully clear and 
the Kibo snows were visible 15 miles. 

The sun beat down with intensity. 
Both Dr. Graham and his Ganda inter- 
preter into Swahili were nearly over- 
come with the heat. Nevertheless the 
huge crowd stood throughout the great 
service with exemplary order and self- 
control, while the speaker enforced the 
claims of God upon our obedience and 
the great need of our coming to Jesus 
in true repentance and faith and of 
following Him wholeheartedly. 

At the end of an earnest, powerful, 
manly, and unsentimental address Dr. 
Graham asked for a show of hands by 
those who had never been disciples but 
now desired to be such, So many hands 
were raised that Dr. Graham had to 
repeat his directions two or three times 
to obviate mere mob compliance. Even 
so, about six thousand people remained 
after the meeting was dismissed, when 
the counseling facilities were seen to 
be desperately inadequate. About four 
thousand kits of printed material for 
seekers were distributed and about two 
thousand names and addresses were 
recorded for follow-up work, About 
two hundred and fifty copies of the first 
lesson with filled-in answers had been 
received by the follow-up office up to 
Easter, with more answers coming in. 





be so fortunate, and perhaps one of the 
most important functions that Chris- 
tian missions could perform in Africa 
today is to take part in a greatly 
speeded-up plan of developing leaders. 

With growing literacy in Africa one 
of the great opportunities is in the pro- 
duction of books and the training of 
African writers. The complete Bible 
has been translated into sixty African 
languages, the New Testament into 
another one hundred and fourteen, and 
portions into two hundred and seven- 
teen more. 

Well-printed copies in bright cov- 
ers, as well as in sober black, are en- 
joying increasing circulation. 

Magazines edited by African Chris- 
tians are avidly read, such as African 
Challenge, ENVOL and its associated 
vernacular editions, and Our Africa. 
Many territories from Ghana to Basuto- 
land are seeking to improve their local 
Christian journals. 

Whatever is ahead, we are confident 
that Christ is working in Africa. = 


These results must be judged against 
the rate of literacy in Tanganyika, for 
it is still very low and many of those 
who can write are not in the habit of 
writing, and, on the other hand, also 
against the circumstance that written 
materials, being still pretty much a re- 
cent innovation, are still taken seriously. 

I have had a chance to look over 
personal letters accompanying the writ- 
ten answers to the first lesson. A re- 
spondent from Central Kilimanjaro 
writes, “I have a hunger for the Word 
of God.” A middle school pupil from 
out in the Masai country who had been 
present writes: “I thank Jesus who 
saved me on February 28 and even 
now daily saves me.” Unlike the others, 
a Zulu in the great crowd wrote in in 
English, and this is his message: “I un- 
derstand Jesus means some new thing 
to me and that I am unable to take and 
grasp things alone and unless there is 
someone to help I will unwillingly do 
nothing.” 

“Unwillingly do nothing”—that’s cer- 
tainly a call to any Tarshish-bound 
Jonah to get off the ship and go straight 
to Ninevah! 

Another Central Kilimanjaro writer 
says, “Likewise I too am praying in- 
tensely that you, God, would help my 
fellows so that they may be saved.” 
Another respondent from East Kili- 
manjaro writes: “Anger, hatred, and 
cowardice, these I want you to pray 
about in my case in order that they 
may be erased from within my heart, 
so that I may truly be a new creature. 
I want to continue studying the Bible.” 

The Moshi meeting shows the power 
of highly placed church officials to 
make or break such rallies, The top

THE LOVELY AMBITION, by Mary 
Ellen Chase (Norton, N.Y., $3.95). 


A charming story told with humor and 
pathos, with sympathy and respect. On 
the surface one could say it involves an 
idealistic father, a practical mother and 
their effect on their three children, only 
two of whom grow to maturity. But Miss 
Chase gives her readers more than that, 
for her most important character, John 
Tillyard, the father and a Methodist min- 
ister, has a dream—and his pursuit of it 
brings him and his family to the United 
States from England at the turn of the 
ceatury. His dream—his “lovely ambi- 
tion”—is to see Walden Pond, because his 
favorite author is Thoreau and his great 
love is America. 

Miss Chase portrays a man who repre- 
sents the best of the “Old World”—a deep 
sense of religion, individualism and cul- 
ture—and of the “New”’—a zest for liberty 
and a sincere responsibility for fellow hu- 
man beings. When the two worlds merge 
as they do in this book, the result is a 
skillful blend that not only will appeal to 
idealists, but also to those who may have 
lost their ideals.

ABSOLUTELY the last word in re- 
corded singing of great groups is Billy 
Graham International Crusade Choirs 
(RCA Victor, LPM 2088). This special 
souvenir album is crammed with 
photos of huge crusade meetings in ten 
great cities of the world and the favor- 
ite selections of the crusade choirs di- 
rected by Cliff Barrows, from Charlotte 
to Melbourne. Includes “How Great 
Thou Art” sung by the 2000-voice New 
York Crusade Choir. 


Classical music lovers will welcome 
a Columbia release titled Arias, 
Anthems and Chorales of the Ameri- 
‘an Moravians (ML 5427). The 
50- voice Moravian Festival Chorus 
and 18 - string orchestra are directed 
by Thor Johnson in the sacred music 
of Herbst, Antes, Peter, Michael and 
Leinbach, written in the century 1760- 
1860. The singing is tasteful, in per- 
fect pitch, with great feeling for the 
text. This is an excellent example of 
Moravian music and includes such 
favorites as “Go, Congregation, Go!” 
and “Surely He Has Borne Our Griefs.” 


Baylor University a cappella choir 
lives up to its reputation in a group 
of difficult choral selections on a disc 
titled The Light of the World (Word, 
W 4016 LP).

Word Records also presents solo 
voices doing sacred music in classical 
style.

turn Protestant through honest motives; 
we might as well talk of committing a 
grievous and heinous sin from honest 
motives.” Francis X. Doyle, S.J., in a 
Catholic college textbook, The Defense 
of the Catholic Church, writes: “vio- 
lence, wars, deceit, the hope of un- 
restrained liberty to lead a lax life, and 
other similar reasons account for the 
spread of Protestantism.” 

How did the findings of this present 
study check with reasons given by 
both Protestant and Roman Catholic 
leaders? 

The one reason for changing which 
stands out above all others in our study 
is dissatisfaction with something within 
or about Romanism. In other words, if 
our findings are correct, the Catholic 
Church itself is responsible for most 
conversions to Protestantism. Of the 
100 cases in the study, the number who 
state or imply that they were not satis- 
fied is 92. Of the 76 with whom I had 
direct contact by letter, phone, or in 
person, 65 were dissatisfied. With what 
were they discontented? 

Thirty-eight mention or definitely 
indicate some degree of spiritual dis- 
satisfaction, from mere doubts to a 
spiritual “void,” an “emptiness” or 
“something lacking” in their lives. 

One man begins his letter, “I be- 
came a convert from Catholicism to 
Protestantism because I was not spirit-

ually satisfied and did not have peace 
and comfort of heart and soul.” A 
woman convert assures us, “I loved my 
religion and worked hard for the bene- 
fit of the church, but I never semed to 
be satisfied. I was always looking for 
something more. My soul was hungry.” 
One of the most succinct statements 
any convert made was, “When I went 
to the Catholic Church I went vacant 
and came out empty.” 

Second on the list of dissatisfactions 
which caused the people in this study 
to leave their church is the Roman 
Catholic confession, which, one convert 
has pointed out, “was not defined until 
the thirteenth century.” Among 55 the 
discontent varied from mild to acute, 
from mere doubts about it to a definite 
aversion to it. Some did not like the 
compulsory element in it. One woman 
looked upon confession as a “necessary 
evil” and went through it in a perfunc- 
tory fashion. Another felt that the 
priest was “just another human being, 
and that confession to him only was 
not complete.” 

Forty-six referred to or noted dis- 
crepancies between Catholic and Bib- 
lical teachings, contradictions or incon- 
sistencies within Catholicism itself, or 
in the lives of Catholic priests or lay- 
men, and these were reasons for their 
leaving the “One True Church of 
Christ.” (This, of course, as I learned 
through experience with a few con- 
verts, is not a Catholic monopoly! ) 

One convert wrote, “Once I started

How Good 
a Teacher 
Are You?

Only you can answer these ques- 
tions. If you said yes to all but num- 
bers 4, 5, and 6, chances are you 
are the kind of ideal teacher Dr. 
Ditzen (see p. 55) and every other 
minister is looking for. But since it’s 
hard to see ourselves in perspective, 
you might check your answers against 
your pupil records—their attendance, 
punctuality, interest, and their growth 
in the Christian life. 

Or, if you are prepared for what 
might be a shock, try to imagine the 
answers your class would give about 
you—anonymously, of course! 
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1. DO I HAVE A REAL SENSE 
OF PURPOSE? 


It’s a great temptation to want the 
students to like you even at the ex- 
pense of their learning. But think of 
all the teachers you remember best. 
Chances are they were the tough ones 
—the ones who introduced you to the 
satisfying joy of real work and study. 
It’s perfectly proper to be pleasant; 
cheerfulness and a sense of humor are 
marks of the true Christian. But you're 
the teacher, the leader, the mentor. 
It’s your job to open minds and hearts. 


2, DOI KNOW WHAT IM TALK- 

ING ABOUTP 

Children can spot a phony a mile 
away. They expect you to have the 
answers to their questions and_ this 
means you must know your subject and 
be honest enough to admit you don’t 
know, when you don’t. (You can, of 
course, turn questions that stump you 
to advantage, by sparking the whole 
class into research and _ discussion. ) 
You'll have to be a student, too. It takes 
time to prepare a good lesson. 


3. DO I GET IT ACROSS? 

The greatest Teacher of them all 
used any materials at hand to make 
His point, He told stories in the every- 
day, pastoral language of His audience. 
He illustrated answers by drawing with 
a stick in the sand. He used dramatic 
techniques and constantly employed 
homely metaphors that were familiar to 
farmers, housewives and small shop- 
keepers. You, in continuing His work, 
can follow His example of capturing 
and holding interest by dramatizing 
the familiar. 


4. DO I HOG THE SPOTLIGHT? 


Nobody likes a monologue. Sure, 
there are times when the best device 
is the lecture. But it’s not the only 
device. Minds need friction to spark 
off ideas. Get everybody into the act. 
Find out how the class feels on the 
subject. Genuine group participation 
will not only generate enthusiasm but 
will have a great many individual val- 
ues, such as giving the shy little boy 
his first experience in really belonging. 


5. DO I PLAY FAVORITES? 
The bright student is a joyv—but also 
a temptation. Sometimes it’s easier to 
gear the class for the bright and let 
them carry the ball. But they don’t 
need you any more than the ones much 
harder to reach, much more difficult 
to draw out. It takes ingenuity to deal 
with a wide range of IQ’s, but the look 
on the face of a child who gets it for 
the first time is worth the trouble. 


6. DOI EMPHASIZE SUNDAY 
TOO MUCH? 


If you're like most Sunday school 
teachers, this service means real sacri- 
fice and it’s asking a lot for you to make 
yourself available other times during 


the week, But for many of your pupils, ” 


you're the only contact they have with 
God. Their needs don’t come only on 
Sundays. A call or visit during the week 
may disrupt your life a little, but it 
may make a life-saving difference to 
the pupil. 


7. DO I WALK THE SECOND 

MILE? 

Everybody needs encouragement. 
Your pupils—and their families—are no 
exception. If a student showed real 
progress this year, wouldn’t a call to 
his home show your appreciation? May- 
be just a birthday card or occasional 
note would score more of a point for 
Christian love than some of your most 
carefully prepared lessons. 


8. DOI APPLY THE LESSONS 
TO LIFE? 

Children are realists. Teen-agers, 
particularly, want what they hear to 
relate to the surging questions they're 
facing for the first time. They're also 
idealists—at the stage when they not 
only would like to save the world but 
believe they can. You can meld the 
advantages of these two strong charac- 
teristics by facing real-life situations 
from the 1960 world in terms of Christ’s 
teachings over 1900 years ago. 


9. DO I PRACTICE WHAT I 
PREACH? 


No one expects a paragon of perfec- 
tion in you but if you preach one thing 
and practice another, you just won't be 
believed. Some of the simpler virtues 
personified in you can do a great deal 
to spread the Good News of Christ. A 
sense of humor, a willingness to admit 
when you're wrong, fair play, listening 
to another's point of view—in the class- 
room these can pack a powerful punch. 


10. DO I CARE? 

The distinguishing mark of love is 
that you care more for another than for 
yourself. This kind of caring is impos- 
sible to disguise. It will come through 
to your children in a dozen ways. 
They'll spot it in your attitude, your 
joy at their success or concern with 
their problems, in your personal appear- 
ance, in your dedication to the Person 
and the magnificent cause you stand 
for. It can’t be faked and there is no 
substitute. 

To paraphrase a commercial slogan, 
do you care enough to do your very best?

On the cool spring 
night, the fireplace at my back gave 
out a welcome glow. 

There was a short silence after I 
threw the class open for discussion. 
Then one brown-eyed girl with an 
eager, serious face raised her hand, 
“Most of us have read your book A

movie too, What we'd like to hear about 
is that experience of yours when you 
met Christ.” 

Another girl chimed in, “Yes—tell us 
how you can be so sure that Jesus is 
alive. That's what we'd most like to 
know.” 

So I related what had happened to 
me on that September night in 19438. 

. All human resources—even medical 
ones—had failed me. Finally, out of 
the depths of despair, I turned what 
seemed like a useless life over to God. 
And I told them how there followed 
that same night an experience of the 
presence of the Risen Christ; how from 
that time I began to get well. As I 
related this not a girl stirred. The room 
was alive with breathless interest. 
Question after question followed, Some 
bordered on the embarrassing. 

Nevertheless the questions were real. 
We were talking about life, not re- 
ligious theory. Every question pointed 


TO BELIEVE IN 
LOVELINESS 


How does your class see you? A mother of 
teen-agers, who believes true beauty comes 
from within, says that, like a garden, love- 
liness blooms best with careful tending. 


What will your trusting small 
charges recall in the years to 
come? What lasting impres- 
sions are you creating in each 
unfolding mind, each child’s 
eye? “Know you what it is to 
be a child?” asked Francis 
Thompson in his essay on Shel- 
ley.... “It is to have a spirit yet 
streaming from the waters of 
baptism; it is to believe in love, 
to believe in loveliness, to be- 
lieve in belief... .”” And what a 
responsibility you have to that 
belief and trust! You must be 
ever mindful of those little de- 
tails that make for a lovely 
image of a lovely person teach- 
ing the loveliest way of life. Will 
the child grown to adulthood 
remember, for instance: 
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incisively to this end: “Tell us what 
you have personally experienced about 
Jesus Christ.” 

This incident dramatizes my one 
overwhelming impression from all my 
teaching experiences in Sunday schools: 
the young have acute perception in 
separating reality from sham in the 
Christian life. In my teaching, when- 
ever the reality has been there, there 
has never been any problem about in- 
terest. Conversely whenever I’ve tried 
to teach some truth I haven’t lived, or 
when I’ve fallen into the pit of not 
adding my own experience to someone 
else’s material from a quarterly, a les- 
son sheet—or even the Bible itself—al- 
ways interest has waned. 

It should encourage us to know that 
such reality is the foundation of all 
pupil interest. It follows that if we 
want live Sunday schools, we are going 
to have to admit into them more of 
the presence and direction of the Holy 
Spirit. Of course, organizations are nec- 
essary in church work. Of course, 
teacher-training courses should be en- 
couraged at every turn, Naturally there 
is little excuse for poor equipment and 
drab classrooms, Film strips, movies, 
music, dramatics, handicrafts, field 
trips all have their place. But let’s face 
the fact that the real purpose of all 
religious education is to deliver our 


children from their built-in selfishness. 

There is only one road to the fine 
character we yearn for our children to 
have. That is to introduce them to 
Jesus Christ. 

It is obvious that making the goal 
of all religious education the devel- 
opment of Christ-centered, Christ-ori- 
ented individuals would drastically 
change the emphasis of much Sunday 
school teaching. But how do we go 
about achieving this lofty goal? 

In addition to making sure that our 
teachers have touched in their own 
lives the reality that is God, I would 
make three other suggestions. 

The first concerns the surest way I 
know to elicit sustained interest with all 
age groups. That is the summum 
bonum of all teaching methods, the 
story technique that Jesus Himself 
used. One remembers a story long after 
philosophizings and moralizings have 
been forgotten, Simple? Yes, but the 
most important single discovery for 
both writing and speaking that I, for 
one, have ever made. 

I am convinced that the Bible should 
always be taught as a series of stories 
of how the living God dealt with ordi- 
nary men and women, History—even 
Biblical history—is the story of people. 
There is drama here and action, high 
courage and (Continued on page 66)

EVERYBODY KNOWS a little about Sun- 
day school. Almost every Protestant has 
attended one, early or late; Sunday school 
is as much a part of our heritage as Thanks- 
giving turkey. 

In the same way, everybody knows a Sun- 
day school teacher (or can remember one), 
but even in the smallest communities, hardly 
anybody knows a great number of them in- 
timately.

And if you have seen her current Broadway hit, The Sound of Music, you know 
she is a born teacher. To watch her, as an untried governess, win over the seven hostile 
Trapp children is to see a master teacher at work. With humor, surprise, and the sheer 
force of irresistible love, she turns these unloved little martinets, and their loveless 
father, into a family. (The story appealed to its star because it’s true; the heroic Trapp 
Family Choir became famous because they were a real family, with the courage that 
comes only from love.) 

And if you saw Maria Trapp-Mary Martin resting briefly between matinee and eve- 
ning performances (as I did not long ago), you would know that this radiant moon- 
beam of the stage is one of the most dedicated, hard-working people you could find. 


Something Special 

Through all her career there has been something unique about Mary Martin. Far 
from simply putting on an act, she projects a special aura that’s catching, like the 
“cheerful countenance” of the true Christian. You might call it goodness. 

This quality, which has made her a symbol of hope and cheer for millions (many 
of whom came simply to be entertained) is no accident. It has its roots in an un- 
forgettable Sunday school lesson, learned in her little home town, Weatherford, Texas. 


How It All Began 
At the age of five, when Weatherford counted about 5,000 population, little Mary 
discovered church and found she loved it. In fact, (Continued on page 54)

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Sunday evening, July 17, 1960 

A diary, I suppose, should 
start when a girl is very young. 
It should be a complete record of 
her school and college days-- 
that is, if she went to college. 

But I'm no longer a girl. I'm 
30, and this is the first 
diary I've ever kept. It marks 
both a beginning and an end, for 
I'm back in Greenville, the 
town where I was born and 
raised, the town where all ny 
dreams came true--and where 
everything seems so different 
now. 

For it was here that I met Rod 
Bradley. He was an engineer 
who'd come to do some trouble- 
shooting in the airplane plant; 
he'd stayed six months and then, 
when he left, took me to the 
city with him. His sudden death, 
after four wonderful years, 
crushed me--I felt as if the 
light had gone out of my world. 

Somehow I drifted along, as 
month followed month, as autumn 
became winter, and winter gave 
way to spring. Now, in another 
summer--and quite unexpectedly 
--a letter from a Greenville 
real estate agent had brought me 
home. I'd forgotten the build- 
ing lot Rod had bought, but sud- 
denly someone wanted to buy it. 

So, on a rainy Saturday night, 
the girl who had left as a radi- 
antly happy bride crept back, 
widowed and alone, feeling that 
happiness was as far behind and 
irrevocably gone as youth... . 
Registering at the old tree- 
shaded Greenville Arms, I went 
to bed immediately, intending to 
stay in my room all day Sunday, 
see the real estate agent first 
thing Monday, and leave as quiet- 
ly as I'd arrived. 

But when I woke the sun was 
shining, and the whole world 
looked freshly washed. So I 
showered and dressed, had break- 
fast and started walking aim- 
lessly down the red-brick side- 
walk of Dawson Street. Every 
house and tree

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with childish enthusiasm, she loved 
them all. She liked to go to Sunday 
school and church with all her friends 
—Baptist, Presbyterian, Methodist, or 
whatever denomination they belonged 
to. Her Presbyterian mother, happy 
that the child saw God everywhere, 
encouraged her. 

“I think I must have gone to every 
church in town,” she recalls. “Some- 
times I went to a different one every 
day; each one had something special 
to offer.” 

Not that she was particularly devout 
or serious at this early age; one of the 
bright spots she recalls affectionately 
is the tea cakes at the B.Y.P.U. Also in 
this period of exploration, she sang in 
the Presbyterian choir, 

Her first regular teacher (Methodist) 
was Mrs. Price, a “short, fat, gray- 
haired lady who made Sunday school 
fun!” From her, Mary learned the pop- 
ular children’s hymn, “I washed my 
hands this morning... and lent them 
both to Jesus, to work for Him till 
night.” She in turn introduced the song 
to millions on her nation-wide tele- 
vision program for children last year. 

When she was 10 or 11, Mary dis- 
covered Weatherford’s “All Saints 
Episcopal Church.” The beauty of its 
ritual appealed to her sense of the dra- 
matic. The sincerity of the rector, the 
Rev. Edward S. Barlow, won her heart. 

Immediately, and enthusiastically, 
she reported to her mother that this 
was it, the church she wanted to join. 
But her mother was as wisely cautious 
as she was broad-minded. “Very well,” 
she told the eager child, “if that’s what 
you want. But first you must study hard 
—learn the catechism and everything 
you can find out about what the Epis- 
copalians stand for, so you'll be sure 
that’s really where you belong, and 
want to stay.” 

So Mary studied. She did so well, in 
fact, that by the time she was 12, she 
had been confirmed, was singing in the 
choir, teaching nursery children, and 
attending a class for boys and girls 
taught by the pastor. It was here that 
she learned the lesson that shaped her 
life. 

She had already started, quite natu- 
rally, to develop her gift for entertain- 
ment, At five she had made her first 
public appearance, singing for the local 
Firemen’s Ball, But she hadn't turned 
the crucial corner to the road of dis- 
ciplined work until she heard her 
teacher, the minister of “All Saints,” 
talk about the Parable of the Talents. 

Somehow this unforgettable teacher 
—a spare, intense man of about 40— 
drove home the fact that any talent is 
a gift from God; that it must not be 
buried, but cherished, worked on, de- 
veloped, and spent. 

The lesson has been a guiding prin- 


ciple ever since. Growing up, Mary 
missed many parties that other young 
people enjoyed as a matter of course. 
When her friends went to the beach, 
she was usually studying. Fortunately, 
however, she recognized that she also 


had talents for family life. Happily 
married to producer Richard Halliday, | 


she has brought up a son and daughter 
—both with dramatic talents of their 
own. 

To judge by their current interests, 
Miss Martin has taught them well. Her 
actor-son Larry is a church member 
whose daughter was recently baptized. 
Heller, who acted with her mother in 
Peter Pan, is a pupil at a Friends School 
and—now 18—plans to give her life in 
service as a nurse. 

But in both Miss Martin’s careers, 
the lesson on the talents has carried 
through to this very day. As she puts 
it: “Whatever else I'm doing, I’ve al- 
ways had to keep on studying.” That 
has meant stern self-discipline —the 
hardest thing to teach or learn, in her 
opinion. “I had to get burnt, trying to 
do too much, to learn it.” 

Even in a profession where the cardi- 
nal rule is “the show must go on,” her 
faithfulness is legendary. Recently, 
when a virus infection kept her away 
from the theatre, she did not take it 
dightly. “Missing a performance is like 
missing your own wedding,” she says. 


Advice to Young Teachers 


Asked what she would say to a be- 
ginning Sunday school teacher, Miss 
Martin said: 

“First of all, you must want to be a 
teacher. Love of children and the de- 
sire to teach are all-important.” 

“Secondly, you must use showman- 
ship; the good teacher must be excit- 
ing, stimulating.” (Everyone agrees 
that any good teacher is something of 
a “ham”; even the dictionary bears this 
out. The very word “teach” has the 
same root as “token,” meaning a show- 
ing.) 

“Use pictures whenever you can, but 
always, in some way, dramatize the 
story, so the children can identify them- 
selves with it.” 

“Remember that good teachers are 
needed more than anything else today. 
Without them (quoting one of her 
South Pacific songs), it won't be long 
before ‘the human race is falling on its 
face’!” 

“In fact,” Mary Martin concluded, 
“if I couldn’t go on with the stage, the 
thing I'd most want to do is teach. I 
couldn't wait to begin!” 

As I left the star’s tiny dressing room, 
the smell of her hard-earned dinner 
wafted in. Pondering her last remarks, 
I was convinced that she has achieved 
two aims in one—that, in a very real 
sense, she is teaching, on the stage. =

THE PROBLEM: _ Discipline—the problem child 


Carl, with an impressive I. Q., was a professor’s only 
child. His first Sunday in class, he propped both his feet 
on the classroom table, leaned back in his chair, and asked 
airily, “Well, when do we start?” 

His teacher had three children of her own—one, like 
Carl, a high-spirited boy who needed a tight rein. She 
wasn’t taking any nonsense, therefore. Firmly removing 
his dirty little shoes from the table she told Carl: “Don’t 
you ever do that in my class again!” 

Carl straightened up, but continued to be disruptive. 


THE SOLUTION: Give the child responsibility 


One Sunday morning the teacher, exasperated by his 
continual interruptions, snapped: “All right, Carl, you 
teach the class!” 

And he did! He taught a remarkably good lesson, de- 
manding—and getting—attention. Reported his teacher: 
“That’s how I found out how smart he was! That had been 
most of the trouble. He was bored; the others were too 
slow for him—and so was I, for I was teaching at the

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slow and average children in my class, 
with this one near-genius.”

This does not mean, of course, that 
he must have theological training, or 
even long experience in the Church. 
One of the finest Sunday school teachers 
I ever knew, a pleasant, mature woman, 
told me once—with a twinkle in her 
eve—“I am only six years old.” She 
meant that it had only been six years 
since God had come into her life. But 
she could communicate the wonderful 
sense of having been truly reborn. 

We communicate best by what we 
are. The teacher who loves Christ will 
convey what is fundamental to spir- 
itual growth. 

I remember so clearly my college 
professor who taught the New Testa- 
ment. He reached every heart when, in 
telling the account of our Saviour’s 
crucifixion, his voice broke and we 
could see tears in his eyes. Even the 
skeptical student and the indifferent one 
were moved by this revelation of his 
deep devotion to One who was precious 
to him. 

Next to love of God, I put that qual- 
ity that automatically follows—a love 
and compassion for all human beings. 
St. Paul, whose skill as a teacher was

Leadership and

One evening a teacher expressed 
her regret that our lessons were now 
to be taken from the Old Testament. 
All those prophets, major and minor! 
It was hard enough to keep them 
straight, let alone make them live for 
the children; even for her they made 
dull reading. 

In a flash, our young pastor was on 
his feet, chalk in hand, rapidly draw- 
ing a map on the blackboard, and de- 
claring that this was a most absorbing 
study. All we needed, he said, was the 
background. 

He was well qualified to give it; be- 
fore he came to us he had taught Old 
Testament in a theological seminary. 

He certainly taught us now—his eyes 
shining, his voice full of excitement— 
until, one by one, we were drawn into 
the drama of those days. On the stage 
he set, we watched the prophets take 
their places. 

Thirty minutes flew by as if they 
were only five. What a wonderful meet- 
ing—how glad we were that we had 
come! Although we had all the usual 
teacher’s helps, they could not give 
us, on paper, what the pastor’s “live” 
talk had, So we asked if he could go 
on with similar background talks. He 
gladly consented, and now we find our 
meetings far from dull. # 


awesome, gave us the key to his success 
when he wrote his famous message on 
love to the Corinthians. He assures us, 
“Love never fails.” Any successful teach- 
er must care for children in his care. 

Of course, the good teacher will use 
his mind as well as his heart, and be 
thoroughly prepared each Sunday. 

I am particularly grateful to the 
teacher who recognizes that what is 
taught may last very long and go very 
deep. Nothing should be taught that 
the child will later have to unlearn, I 
have had many enjoyable sessions with 
teachers who come to me for advice 
on questions raised in their classes. 
Children’s questions are often profound 
and provide much food for thought. At 
the very least, they keep us from get- 
ting rusty; I regard them as a challenge. 
And sometimes, of course, they are just 
plain funny. I remember one curly- 
headed tot of five who asked me, in all 
solemnity, who “round John Virgin” 
was. I was*puzzled until I remembered 
that his class had just been learning 
“Silent Night, Holy Night.” 

Although thorough preparation on 
the teacher’s part is basic, enthusiasm 
is the magical ingredient that will make 
the lesson sing. 

And it is literally a “must” for the 
Christian, since the root meaning of en- 
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thusiastic is “possessed by God.” If the 
lesson is about prayer, for example, and 
the teacher says, “This works for me,” 
and tells how—explaining how he 
prayed, what he actually said, and what 
it did for him—a chain reaction takes 
place. The listener, given a concrete 
example, thinks: “If it works for him, 
it will work for me, too.” 

Moreover, enthusiasm evokes a 
powerful stimulating force. 

Dr. William Rainey Harper, the 
early president of the University of 
Chicago, is a supreme example of that 
quality. In his teaching days at Yale 
his subject was the Old Testament, 
which he loved with more than a schol- 
ar’s passion. Students signed up for his 
classes months in advance. Many of 
them were impelled by the force of his 
enthusiasm with the subject to begin 
the study of Hebrew. The best teachers 
inspire their students to go beyond 
them, to develop a life-long interest. 
The teacher who is interested can 
hardly help being interesting. 

The enthusiastic teacher will also 
recognize the value of sharing plain fun 
with his class. If he can invite them to 
his home—or share with them his major 
avocation—he can build with them ties 
of understanding and respect. 

The ideal teacher will also act as an 
advocate, an ambassador, to other 
church members on behalf of the Sun- 
day school. 

One teacher I know, soon after his 
own experience began, engaged in a 
one-man crusade to w in others. 
Whether he was in a social or business 
meeting, or in a church gathering, he 
talked about the thrill and the impor- 
tance of teaching. Today there are 
dozens of devoted teachers in the 
church where that man’s missionary 
work was done. 

Finally, I look for that much dis- 
cussed quality, “personality.” 

Every Sunday at the dinner table, 
my six-year-old daughter tells the fam- 
ily in detail how her teacher looked 
and acted that day. We know when 
she has changed her hair-do or worn a 
new dress. We know, too, that my 
daughter likes her because she really 
leads the class and commands respect. 


The ideal Sunday School teacher is 
a good person. His life is a testimony to 
Jesus, What he does during the week 
will be seen as the fruit of his beliefs. 
When he speaks of his faith, and 
teaches children of its background, it 
has a double impact. 

The Sunday school teacher everyone 
is hoping for must have and give—ev- 
erything. 

But if he has a love of God and of 
Jesus, and a sincere concern for chil- 
dren, this is the beginning and the

Who Are Our Teachers?

To draw another parallel with pub- 
lic education, Sunday schools today 
have become big business. Because of 
the population explosion since World 
War II and the upward reach of Chris- 
tian education—more adult classes, 
more family  services—the Sunday 
school population is bigger than ever 
before. Its very size, as well as its va- 
riety, means that, outside his own ex- 
perience, nobody knows very much 
about it. 

Even the experts would be hard put 
to describe the “typical” Sunday school 
teacher—what his background is, why 
he teaches, or exactly how he goes 
about it. 

Why? No broad research, which 
would answer these questions directly, 
has been done. 

However, some surveys on other 
questions do throw light on teachers. 
Studies made to test the effectiveness 
of particular lesson series have brought 
out important facts on the kinds of per- 
sons teaching them. 

For example, in 1954, the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church made a 
national study to determine the eftec- 
tiveness of its “Church and Home” 
Series. The report—based on question- 
naires sent to 800 church schools— 
found that these teachers’ educational 
level is much higher than the national 
average, 


THE FIGURES SHOWED _ that 
among Evangelical and Reformed 
church school teachers 78.7 per cent 
were high school graduates; 52.9 per 
cent were college graduates (the total 
national figure on college graduates is 
7.6 per cent); 18.7 per cent and 28.3 
per cent had graduated from junior 
college and business school respective- 
ly; 27.8 per cent were apprentice- 
trained in business or labor. 

Some specific comments quoted 
from Sunday school leaders said: 

“Our best teachers have had _re- 

ligious courses at colleges or went to 

camps or training schools.” 

“Regardless of the degree of formal 

education, a genuine willingness to 

learn coupled with’a whole-hearted 
interest in children seems the most 
important factor.” 

The study concluded that “fortunate 

indeed are we to have so many ‘grow- 
ing teachers’... .” 
OTHER FACTS ON TEACHERS and 
their backgrounds were discovered in 
a survey made just last year by the Na- 
tional Council of Churches of Christ; 
its purpose was to assess the accredita- 
tion procedures of its Standard Leader- 
ship Curriculum—a training program 
for leaders in many denominations. 


This, too, was a national study, but— 
although the respondents numbered 
nearly 9,000, from all parts of the 
country—it does not reflect a complete 
cross section. 

Data were received from 113 leader- 
ship training schools in 28 states. The 
greatest number, both of schools and 


of students, were in the Middle Atlantic - 


and East North Central states; the 
South was least well represented, with 
only two border states. 


The size of the communities (111 
total) ranged in population from under 
2,500 to 100,000 and over. The highest 
percentage of respondents (44 per 
cent) were in these large cities; 36 per 
cent were in cities of 25,000 to 99,999; 
and 20 per cent were in communities 
of less than 25,000. 


AFFILIATIONS of students (teachers 
taking training courses) numbered 
more than 40 (some were unspecified ) , 
but more than half came from four de- 
nominations: The Methodist Church 
leading, followed by the United Church 
of Christ, Presbyterians (all branches) 
and Baptists. Next came Evangelical 
United Brethren, Lutherans and Chris- 
tian (Disciples). Other churches repre- 
sented by between one and two hun- 
dred in the survey were the Church of 
the Brethren, Reformed Church in 
America, the combined Negro Method- 
ist group, and the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 

The training schools’ leaders (deans, 
instructors, and committee members) 
were a highly educated group: 70 per 
cent of deans and 64 per cent of in- 
structors had attended graduate school. 
The majority were in church-related 
professions. 

The majority of leaders were men,

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but student teachers were predomi- 
nantly female (78 per cent). Only 16 
per cent of students had less than a 
high school education; 44 per cent had 
had some college training or had at- 
tended graduate school. The largest 
group (32 per cent) was in the 30-39 
age bracket, with the next largest group 
(24 per cent) in the 40-49 bracket. 

Since it is fair to assume that some 
of the leaders of these training schools 
are also church school workers (al- 
though many are professionals), all 
these facts help to round out the pic- 
ture of who our Sunday school teachers 
are. 


THESE SURVEYS, of course, were 
designed to answer specific questions 
only, and were limited to particular 
groups. They provide only side glances 
at the Sunday school teacher, in all his 
variety. 

To get a closer look, CurisTIAN 
HERALD conducted its own survey. Our 
questionnaire went to a carefully se- 
lected group of churches known for 
their active education programs, but 
representing a wide range of size and 
approach. Nearly 90 per cent—an un- 
usually high return—answered. 

They are located in Eastern, Middle 
Atlantic, Southern, and Middle West- 
ern states. Their denominations include 
Congregational, Methodist, Reformed, 
Episcopalian, Baptist, Presbyterian, 
Unitarian, and Independent (Bible) 
churches. 

One respondent is an old friend to 
CurIsTIAN HERALD editors and readers, 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel M. Shoemaker 
(rector of Calvary Episcopal Church, 
Pittsburgh). 

Dr. Shoemaker said: “... I begin to 
question the good of all these surveys. 
What do they come to in the end? 
What do their statistics really prove?” 

Any minister, or other person in a 
position to receive many questionnaires, 
is bound to sympathize with the com- 
ment—and agree that its implicit criti- 
cism is at least partly true. Surveys 
don’t prove anything. They do some- 
times confirm hunches and provide new 
insights, or kill false stereotypes. This 
one, to some extent, did both. 


IT SHOWED THAT (among those 
queried) in churches ranging from a 
membership of 163 (in a small southern 
village) to 3500 (a large eastern city), 
Sunday school teachers are busy, dedi- 
cated, young community leaders. 
They are not dowdy, cross old ladies, 
or self-righteous do-gooders—as some 
caricatures in the popular press would 
have us believe. On the average, they 
are about 35 years old; three out of 
eight are men, seven out of nine are 
parents. (Many of them are husband- 
and-wife teaching teams—a new and 
rapidly growing idea. (Con’td page 70)

adventure—adventure to surpass any- 
thing the Lone Ranger or Maverick can 
supply. There’s something more, too— 
the excitement of discovering how God 
has acted in other men’s lives and of 
knowing that this same God can act on 
our behalf. 

SECONDLY, I am sure that if we are 
to have interested pupils, we shall have 
to find the way to teach them how to 
apply Christianity to their own lives. 
My own experience here has been re- 
inforced by several conversations with 
my brother, Bob Wood, who teaches 
pre-teen boys and girls in the nation’s 
capital. It is obvious from Bob’s en- 
thusiastic recounting of the lively dis- 
cussions that his are extraordinarily 
interested pupils. 

I asked him if he had secrets to share 
with other teachers. 

“I'm no expert,” was his reply. “But 
I’ve learned this: A lot of church mem- 
bers who accept the teachings of Jesus 
intellectually think they are too ideal- 
istic for ‘real life.’ 

“Youngsters are quick to see the 
holes—let’s face it, the hypocrisy—of 
that position. And if a teacher secretly 
shares that point of view, he’s lost his 
pupils before he starts.” 

“Then tell me how you go about 
teaching boys and girls to apply Chris- 
tianity.” 

“Mostly through discussion that pulls 
no punches. Sometimes this takes cour- 
age. We've talked about the Church’s 
attitude towards issues of the day—the 
separation of church and state; the 
Supreme Court’s ruling against reli- 
gious instruction in public schools; cap- 
ital punishment; segregation; the bomb 
and world peace; the basic difference 
between Catholics and Protestants. Yes, 
and money, and liquor. 

“The children have had to learn that 
not all church members agree on these 
issues; that the Church hasn’t always 
done the right thing. Many times I’ve 
gone out on a limb by telling them 
exactly where I stand.” 

“Since you have a mixed class,” I 
asked, “have you tangled with the 
question of sex?” 

“Of course. We’ve discussed a lot of 
aspects of boy-girl relationships. It got 
a little rugged the Sunday they asked 
me what I thought about certain activi- 
ties that often take place on the back 
seats of cars, but my pupils seem to 
feel free to ask me anything.” 

My Tuirp and last suggestion is that 
the teacher who would win not only 
his pupils’ interest but their lives for 
Christ will have to become their friend. 

I think of one teacher of a class of 
small-town boys who organized week- 
day Little League athletic events—bas-

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ketball in the winter, baseball the rest 
of the year. 

He told me of one boy, Tim, who at 
13 was already a delinquent. He and 
two other boys had “borrowed” the 
family car, and had finally brought it 
home with a badly dented fender. Be- 
cause Tim was small for his years, he 
was full of bluster and bravado, in fre- 
quent trouble with school authorities. 

Then Tim became interested in the 
basketball team, and gradually drifted 
into the Sunday school class, By a year 
later, his parents—their voices husky 
with emotion—were thanking the 
teacher for the change in Tim. 

In telling me the story, the teacher 
added, “But these good things wouldn’t 
have happened if I’d seen Tim only on 
Sunday mornings.” 

I think especially of two Sunday 
school teachers whose influence on 
several generations was great. They 
were my mother and my treasured 
friend, Mrs. MacDonald. Their front 
doors were always open for youngsters 
who wanted to come and share their 
thoughts, their dreams, their questions. 

They had presented a Jesus—both by 
teaching and by example—whom their 
pupils could admire and love. They 
knew a Christ who walked the earth 
as a red-blooded Man, a strong Man, 
able to work long days with the cum- 
bersome carpentry tools of His time. 

They presented a God who is more 
concerned that we have the best and 
happiest life possible than He is with 
“Thou shalt nots”; a God who created 
a fatherly universe; a God who insists 
that we dream big and hastens to help 
us bring those dreams to fruition; a 
God who loves us. The result was 
changed lives. 

And the change came about in the 
lives of their pupils through a process 
of unconscious identification with the 
Christ who lived again in the teacher’s 
heart and life. 

These happy, integrated lives—lives 
under orders from God, with a task to 
do, a cause to serve—are any teacher's 
supreme reward, The Sunday school’s 
challenge is that the Church never has 
the same chance for moulding great 
personality and character traits with 
adults that she has for a few years with 
still-malleable youngsters. But often 
accused of being dull and of not pro- 
viding solid Christian food, our Sunday 
schools are under fire today. 


I BELIEVE the answer lies in teachers, 
teachers who have something impor- 
tant to say out of a personal confronta- 
tion with Jesus Christ; who have 
learned the amazing effectiveness of 
Jesus’ story-technique; who are fear- 
less about applying Christian principles 
to life in our time; who are willing to 
give themselves and their friendship to 
young and developing lives. =

Who Are Our Teachers?

They are, on the whole, well-edu- 
cated and—as the national surveys indi- 
cated—still growing, mentally and 
spiritually. They are very conscious of 
their need for more knowledge, both 
of content and method, and many are 
taking courses—in addition to training 
they have already had in general edu- 
cation, child psychology, religious edu- 
cation, regular staff conferences, etc. 

Some of them teach because, as one 
minister indicated, they just “got 
asked.” Most, however, list as their top 
motive either a “love of children,” 
“love of the church,” “desire to wit- 
ness,” “love of teaching,” or a com- 
bination of all four. 


THEY ARE LEADERS in countless 
other community groups and causes. 
Just a few of these are: P-TA’s, school 
boards, League of Women Voters, 
Scouts, politics, service clubs, Red 
Cross, art groups, garden clubs, Junior 
League, community houses, illiteracy 
work, Christian Endeavor—as one re- 
spondent said, “everything.” 

They are professional people, busi- 
nessmen, housewives and clerical work- 
ers. A few teach during the week. A

great many have two full-time jobs. 
In one church where most of the Sun- 
day school faculty are also connected 
with a large university, 90 per cent are 
college graduates and most have had 
graduate school education. In this case, 
the comment on community activity is 
especially interesting. After listing sev- 
eral outside commitments the teachers 
have, the respondent says: “Time limi- 
tation is great, since two-thirds are em- 
ployed fulltime, plus being housewives 
and mothers.” 

Hopefully, this preliminary survey 
will stimulate more broad research on 
one of the most important groups of 
volunteer workers in the world. In 
future issues, this section will take other 
looks at our Sunday school teachers, 
sometimes with individual profiles, 
sometimes with discussions of special 
developments, such as the teaching 
team. In the meantime. . 


. . . WHO ARE OUR SUNDAY

tainly among the most interesting, the 
most alive, the busiest people in town. 
No paragons, they are intensely con- 
scious of their defects; that’s one rea- 
son they are growing.

We now expect in every new mem- 
bership class taken into the fellowship 
of the church that at least 10 per cent 
will come from the Roman Catholic 
Church. We do not wage any cam- 
paign to help to bring about any such 
change in church allegiance. In fact, I 
know of no church in its preachments 
to be more fair in its presentation of 
the Gospel message and to be more 
free from vituperation and calumny 
toward any other branch of the Chris- 
tian faith. There is an attitude of good 
will toward all who are striving to win 
this world to the love of God and to 
follow the teachings of Jesus Christ. 

Many reasons are given for making 
the shift from the Catholic to the Prot- 
estant way. A number of our new mem- 
bers have written out their convictions. 

A supervisor in a business office 
says: “I do not care for the Roman 
Catholic religion because I feel that 
there is too much pomp and ceremony 
connected with the Roman Church rit- 
uals. This tends to obscure the real 
meaning of religion. I do not agree 
with the Papal supremacy in eccle- 
siastical matters as this imposes upon 
the individual the acceptance of Papal 
infallibility regarding faith and morals. 
This monarchic government of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church stifles freedom 
in thinking, limits freedom of choice 
and subjugates the individual to the 
dictates of the Church. 

“I do not care for the emphasis 
placed on the veneration of saints by 
the Roman Catholic Church. I am join- 
ing a Protestant Church of my choice 
because it is a very friendly church. I 
like its warm, personal appeal. The for- 
mat of each Church service is very 
carefully worked out; each theme is 
carried through the entire program 
with nothing to detract from the mean- 
ing and purpose of the service. 

“I believe in a democratic form of 
government for my country. I also be- 
lieve in a democratic form of govern- 
ment for my church. The simplicity 
and directness of the church services, 
combined with the practical approach 
(qualifying the strictly ethical ap- 
proach) appeal to me. This practical 
approach to religion results in a more 
productive relation, which gives reli- 
gion a real and purposeful meaning.” 

One woman who joined the church 
with her daughter and son says that 
“Roman Catholicism never taught me 
anything and I was ridden with fear.” 

A young couple, both of whom work 
—the husband with one of the airlines 
and his wife a seeretary—were having 
some marital difficulty. Now they say 
that “when we compare the Catholic 
religion with this, we formerly went 
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out ‘empty’; now life has some mean- 
ing, religion seems practical. Our prob- 
lems do not look so big any longer.” 

Several businessmen have stated 
that they see no necessity for them to 
worship separately from their Protes- 
tant wives. Often they have been 
eager to have a church home together, 

For many people this change from 
one life-long mode of worship to an- 
other is not done without conflict and 
struggle. Says a food supervisor: “To 


join the Protestant Church has been 


an ambition for 20 years, This has 
been a struggle. I have been reading 


the writings of a certain minister faith- 
fully. For the last five years I have been 
planning this. I have attended Mass 
regularly but did not get spiritual sat- 
isfaction. After attending here for two 
months, I said, ‘This is for me.’ I had 
very evident guilt feelings in doing 
this, but I had a real religious expe- 
rience and God even took away my 
desire to drink.” 

Another former Catholic states: 
“Catholic prayers are full of doubt.” 
A police officer says, “I have been read- 
ing a great many of a certain minister's 
books and they have had a great effect 
on me.” An accountant who is a widow 
says, “I seem to be compelled to come 
here. I started here because of reading 
articles in Look magazine. I attended 
both Protestant and Catholic churches. 
Here I am getting what I need.” 

An 18-year-old college student 
writes: “There are many reasons why 
I changed my religion from Catholi- 
cism to Protestantism; but they all boil 
down to one statement. The Catholic 
Church, to me, prevented me from lov- 
ing and worshiping God freely and 
tried to keep me from knowing Him. 
They put more fears into people’s 
hearts than should be, through all their 
rules and regulations. That is, they 
continually make up laws by which 
all must abide. If you don’t, you are 
committing a sin. It’s absurd.” 

From all of these people there comes 
the revolt from the man-made methods 
and dictatorship of those in power, 
the claim to truth without submission 
to the thinking of the individual, the 
worn-out theory that there is only “One 
True Church.” 

There is a yearning in the hearts of 
these people that can only be satisfied 
with the opportunity that the Protes- 
tant Church gives for the individual 
to grow spiritually, for fellowship, for 
the development of Christian leader- 
ship in his religious life. People can no 
longer be herded into blind belief. The 
youth of today cannot be told what 
they can believe and that a thing is 
true just because it comes in an en- 
cyclical from the Papal See. They want 
the high personal privilege of thinking 
a matter through and seeing if it can 
stand the test of experience. =

leaders, both national and missionary, 
of the churches in Northern Tangan- 
yika were in dead earnest about the 
value of this meeting and their com- 
mitment harnessed the regular church 
organization to its support. The favor- 
ableness of their stand was transmitted 
right down to the lowest unit. 

It demonstrates the wonderful com- 
petence of individual Africans even at 
this stage to organize Christian activity 
on Western lines. The director of pub- 
licity for the Moshi meeting was a 
Chagga layman who carried out his 
task with admirable grace and know- 
how. He reported an_ intelligently 
phased program weeks in advance of 
the meeting and then introduced the 
various media at the right juncture. He 
drove personally to towns fifty and sev- 
enty miles away to get his printed ma- 
terials into postboxes. 

It demonstrates the unique propi- 
tiousness of the missionary opportunity 
in Tanganyika today. Much of the con- 
tinent is distraught with such embit- 
tered struggle for power that Jesus is 
denied serious and reverent hearing. It 
is hard to reap in a hurricane, Tangan- 
yika’s nine million inhabitants are 
awakening politically, but this awaken- 
ing is not poisoned with hatred and 
recrimination, Very many are undoubt- 
edly growing away from the hold of the 
Church, but there is still approbation 
for its work and a wide concensus that 
the truths it stands for are solid. 

The Moshi meeeting is evidence of 
the wholesome simplicity of much of 
the younger-church mind, Graham was 
billed as an internationally renowned 
preacher, Therefore, practically every- 
body was ready to accord him a re- 
spectful hearing. I heard one remark 
made a short time before the meeting 
that this would be an occasion of mass 
hysteria, but it was made by a Euro- 
pean, who, ironically enough, owed his 
cultural advance beyond that of most 
Tanganyikans to the fruits of the thing 
he disparaged! There is much moral 
disloyalty to Christianity among the 
younger churches, but intellectually 
their account is still in good order. 

The Moshi meeting further demon- 
strates the salutariness of regional mass 
meetings calling out all Christians of 
an area to one united and concerted 
effort of evangelism and Christian wit- 
ness. Many Christians in Tanganyika 
live their Christian life in a small group. 
Even those who belong to single con- 
gregations of ten or more thousand 
members have no idea of the extent of 
the Christian constituency in the region 
nor of the degree of its impact. Get- 
ting together in one great unity of wit- 
ness has enormous value for morale 
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and esprit de corps. Each surprised 
and heartened partaker contributes to 
the surprise and heartening of his fel- 
low. The effect is cumulative, and the 
Lord must have had this in mind when 
he ordered every male in Israel to at- 
tend the nationwide feast in the ap- 
pointed place thrice annually. 

The Moshi meeting also evidences 
the great suitability of such special oc- 
casions for instructing the church mem- 
bership in the principles and technique 
of soul-winning. One pastor on the 
mountain got as many as six hundred 
of his church members out for coun- 
seling classes. The lessons used had 
been compiled by experts in the field,

veterans with direct experience in the 
winning of thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of souls. The choice and arrange- 
ment of Bible passages to be memo- 
rized and used were theirs, and this 
in itself was a presumption of effective- 
ness. These lessons gave earnest 
students a lasting competence in the 
prime on-going task of all Christians: 
the winning of souls. And for very 
many there was undoubtedly the re- 
alization that the first soul in need of 
winning was the student’s own! Study 
in the theory and method of personal 
evangelism became an experience of 
personal evangelism. 

The Moshi meeting also demon- 
strates the great need that exists of 
confronting nominal Christians with 


live Christianity and of catching them 
up in it. Indeed, it demonstrates the 
presence of even a kind of hunger or 
yearning for just such an experience. 

I should also mention the importance 
of the Moshi meeting to work among 
the Indians of Tanganyika. There are 
seventy thousand of them, They have 
prospered greatly but the rise of na- 
tionalism and such discriminatory acts 
as have recently taken place in 
Uganda have brought them much un- 
easiness. To return to India is for them 
a bleak prospect. So far there has been 
almost no demonstrable impact of 
Christianity upon them. I have lived 
in Tanganyika fifteen years and I have 
heard of only two conversions among 
them in all this time, certainly, one 
would think, one of the most striking 
failures of the missionary movement. 
Moshi has one of the leading Indian 
communities in Tanganyika and for 
many of them the Graham meeting 
was the first serious encounter with 
Christianity. 

The principal leader of the Moshi 
Indians accepted an invitation to be 
a special guest at the meeting and he 
volunteered to one of the organizers 
of the meeting a remark of apparently 
deep appreciation, I have no doubt 
the Moshi meeting may well prove the 
turning of the tide for the Indian work. 

Finally the great Moshi meeting 
demonstrated the immense power of 
straight preaching of the Gospel by a 
man who is swallowed up by its truth. 
The twenty or more thousands had 
gathered together on the recommenda- 
tion of others; what they got after they 
gathered together they got chiefly be- 
cause Dr. Graham delivered the goods. 
He said, “The Bible says”; then he 
said what the Bible says on the para- 
mount themes of duty, of sin, of judg- 
ment, of death, of damnation, of 
repentance, of faith, of forgiveness, of 
living in the light and in fellowship 
with believers, and he said all this with 
an earnestness and a power rarely wit- 
nessed before if ever by many in his 
vast audience. The confrontation was 
therefore to very many of them some- 
thing new. 

I asked a church official who is in 
an extraordinarily good position to 
take the pulse of both church and com- 
munity life in Northern Tanganyika to 
express himself in the matter of the 
effectiveness of the Moshi Graham 
meeting. He replied that many people 
would like to have such a meeting held 
two or three times a year, and that 
those with a yearning for this kind of 
meeting included also Roman Catholics 
and Muslims. 

And as to the attraction in the Gra- 
ham sermon he explained that it was 
the uhai of the preaching that the 
people had sensed. Uhai in Swahili 
is a great word; it means “life.” # 
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SEASHORE BEANS 


FRESH AIR, a pounding surf, and warm sunshine after a 
swim make for hearty appetites. What is more satisfying 
than a picnic meal centering around baked beans! Canned 
foods make picnic preparations so much easier, too. What- 
ever the size of the crowd, plenty of food can be brought 
along in cans, and safely saved if it is not used. 

Why not try a simplified version of the classic clambake? 
Heat the beans and steam the clams in a pit in the sand 
filled with seaweed and steaming hot stones. It won't take 
so long, because. canned pork and beans are ready just for 
the heating. (Or, you can heat them over a campfire, or 
bring them from home already heated in a thermos con- 
tainer. They're good any way.) 

Combine clam juice with V-8 for a delicious beverage 
called V-8 clam whiff. A slice of lemon adds zip. Break 
off chunks of chewy bread and dip into a large seashell 
full of canned spaghetti sauce with mushrooms, This is 
sure to appeal] to the teen-age set. Date bars and macaroons 
are good for dessert, and fresh fruit is always welcome. 

Perhaps you'd like to try a variation on pork and beans. 
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Here are some suggestions for your next bean supper: 

1. Sprinkle brown sugar on apple slices on beans; and 
top with partially cooked bacon slices. Bake. 

2. Cook eggs on top of a casserole of beans. Make spoon 
wells in the beans and slip eggs into them gently, Bake at 
375 degrees F. until whites are firm. 

3. Serve hot pork and beans over grilled pineapple slices, 

4. Brown meatballs and combine with beans in casser- 
role. Bake in hot oven 400 degrees F. for about _15 minutes. 

5. Toss baked beans in a salad with diced celery, minced 
onion, minced green pepper, vinegar, salt and pepper. Chill. 

6. Dip pepper rings in melted butter and place on top 
of casserole of beans. Fill pepper centers with cheese, Bake 
at 425 degrees F, for 20 minutes, Brown under the broiler. 

7. Make an open face broiled sandwich with beans, ba- 
con, onion, cheese and your favorite bread, or half a ham- 
burger bun. Break crisp bacon into bits and place on bread, 
which has one side toasted. Add sauteed onions, beans. 
Cover with cheese, and broil until it melts. 8 
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God Loves His Erring Children 
HOSEA 11:1-9; | JOHN 3:1 


Hosea literally means __ salvation. 
Joshua is derived from it, meaning 
Jehovah-Saviour, and of course, Jesus 
has the same meaning. Hosea has been 
called “a New Testament prophet,” be- 
cause of his emphasis on God’s love. 
Yet the assurance that Israel was the 
child of a loving Father-God runs 
through the whole Old Testament. In 
Moses’ farewell address to Israel as 
they were about to enter the promised 
land he said, “It was not because you 
were more in number than any other 
people that the Lord set His love upon 
you and chose you, for you were fewest 
of all peoples . . .” (Deuteronomy 7:7- 
8a) 

The implication was that there was 
nothing great in numbers or in might 
to make God choose Israel, but God 
loved Israel and chose them to be His 
children. 

In most of Hosea’s prophecy Israel 
is likened to an unfaithful wife. The 
love of God, the husband, never wavers. 
In this lesson, Israel is the unfaithful 
child whose divine Father never fails. 
It is not Israel’s merit that calls forth 
God’s love. Far from it. Other great 
nations like Egypt, Assyria and Phoe- 
necia might well deserve God’s fatherly 
care. 

But God’s love does not rest on the 
merit of His children, It is pure grace. 
It is not a soft, spoiling love. Israel has 
prospered and fallen under the tempta- 
tions of prosperity. Punishment must 
follow. It is fatherly discipline, or- 


dained in loving hope of reform, Jesus 
gave us the identical picture of our 
Father-God. 
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Personal Encounter with God 
ISAIAH 6:1-10 


Uzziah was one of the better kings 
of Judah. This is not to overlook his 
sins, but he had great plans for his 
nation and he realized some of them. 
Uzziah’s strong rule of the nation had 
been hampered by leprosy. Jotham, his 
son, inherited none of his father’s kingly 
qualities. Uzziah’s death was not only 
a great personal loss to Isaiah who was 
probably his cousin, but spelled dis- 
aster for the nation. 

Isaiah was a true patriot. He spent 
his life trying to awaken his people to 
their doom unless they would repent 
and return to their God, 

Isaiah was emotionally ready for his 
vision and call, It was a fearful experi- 
ence, coming as he stood with the 
priests before the altar of sacrifice. It 
was intensely personal, not shared by 
the priests. Isaiah realized God’s pres- 
ence and was overwhelmed by the 
sense of his unworthiness. 

There was none of the undue fa- 
miliarity with which we are likely to 
face God in this generation. How 
thoughtlessly we sing “Holy, Holy, 
Holy, Lord God Almighty”! Where is 
the awe, the sense of unworthiness, 
that must mark our encounter with 
God? 

With the vision came the call. Saul 
of Tarsus would understand Isaiah’s 
experience. Many others have been

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called to service by vivid visions of 
God’s presence. Yet many, many more 
receive their call in less exciting experi- 
ences. God knows those He calls and 
more often He speaks in a still small 
voice to their hearts. 

The answer is the same where faith 
prevails, “Here I am! Send me.” Can 
we say “No” to our God? 
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Results of Self-Indulgence 
ISAIAH 5:11-24 


Probably it was the Feast of Taber- 
nacles when the people of Judah gath- 
ered in Jerusalem to celebrate the 
harvest. A long period of prosperity 
for the nation was coming to its close. 
The rich had grown richer and the poor 
poorer while corruption and injustice 
reigned. The religious feasts of the Jews 
had been corrupted by the adoption of 
many heathen practices. Standards of 
right and wrong were largely lost in 
the idolatry of self, 

Drunkenness with its inevitable 
fruits of immorality and irresponsibility 
was a major sign of the degeneration 
of God’s people, as it continues to be 
in the twentieth century. In the midst 
of the crowds of revelers Isaiah dared 
to speak for God. 

The prophet knew how to catch the 
attention of the crowds. He began with 
a song in which he likened Judah to a 
vineyard, tended with loving care by 
the owner, The hearers would listen 
with satisfaction, nodding their heads. 
All about them were evidences of God’s 
blessings. Artfully Isaiah led to the cli- 
max of his song. After all the owner’s 
care the vines grew only wild grapes. 

With this introduction Isaiah de- 
scribed in no uncertain terms the per- 
version of God’s blessings by His 
people. They have disregarded all 
moral standards because they have lost 
their faith in God. Prosperity has gen- 
erated pride. “I want what I want, 
when I want it,” is the creed of self- 
indulgence. Isaiah warned of judgment 
to come. 

It was unpopular business to speak 
stern truths to crowds “out for a good 
time.” If they had only listened! 
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The Danger of Military Alliances 
ISAIAH 30:1-3, 15-18 


Armaments and defensive alliances 
have been the strategy for security in 
every crisis in history. The prophet 
warned again and again against at- 
tempting to play one great power 
against another. Assyria and Egypt 
practically ruled the world, Years be- 
fore the warning of our lesson, alliance 
had been made with Assyria, The first 
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cost of buying off Assyria was found to 
be the cheapest part of the bargain. 
Demands on Judah increased. It 
seemed smart diplomacy to seek alli- 
ance with Egypt against Assyria. In 
spite of Isaiah’s vehement objection, the 
step was taken, agreements with As- 
syria broken, and when the armies of 
Assyria came to punish Judah, Egypt 
was impotent to save her confederate. 
What is the secret of national secu- 
rity? Little weak nations today would 
like to know. Did Isaiah advocate neu- 
tralism or pacifism? Certainly for his 
nation in that day Isaiah counseled 
neutrality. There is danger in applying 
generally Isaiah’s solution to the partic- 
ular situation of Judah. Both Egypt and 
Assyria were unprincipled and corrupt. 
Isaiah made no objections to de- 
fensive measures. The emphasis of 
Isaiah was on trusting the God who 
had shown Himself to be completely 
reliable through the whole history of 
the nation. Alliances became the sub- 
stitute for trust in God, This is still our 
danger. There must be no panic, how- 
ever menacing the situation. 
Whatever measures for defense can 
be devised should be undertaken, but 
they will serve only if God will bless 
their use. Confidence in God is our su- 
preme defense. Perhaps the adage is 
not as cynical as it sounds, “Trust in 
God and keep your powder dry.”

inquirers did not quite understand 
what it was all about. But through this 
process and the subsequent follow-up 
classes, many were really won to Christ.

studying the Bible for myself, I was 
stunned by the difference between 
Christ’s life and teachings, and the laws 
and behavior of the Catholics and their 
churchmen.” One young convert who 
attended Catholic schools found a cer- 
tain “fuzziness.” She knew that the per- 
sonal beliefs and private relationships 
of the nuns, and the official teachings 
of the Church, often did not agree. 

Among the converts there were dif- 
ferent reactions to the Latin mass. 
Except for the priests, only two of the 
100 converts said they knew Latin, 
and two others understood it well 
enough to follow the service. Some 
accepted it though they did not com- 
prehend it. But 44 are in a category 
which ranges from a simple “I didn’t 
understand it,” to a genuine aversion 
to it. One says she was “completely 
disinterested in the Latin mass.” A col- 
lege girl asserts she “didn’t have the 
faintest idea of what was going on... 
in another language.” Another esti- 
mates that 90 per cent of Catholics do 
not know “what’s going on.” 

One woman had not gleaned much 
from the Catholic services because 
they were always in Latin. The fact 
that Protestants speak in a language 
she knows was a deciding factor in her 
becoming one. Another woman who 
went to a Protestant meeting says, “I 
felt at home there. They sang hymns 
and read the Bible.” She had always 
heard the mass said in what she calls 
“an unknown tongue.” 

Thirty-two indicated that they did 
not feel free to think, or that if they 


Why I Gave Up Roman Catholicism

The basic problem was birth control in the marital state. I mar- 
ried a non-Catholic with no church affiliation who, while want- 
ing children as soon as possible, did believe in birth control. After 


asked questions of their superiors, they 
did not receive satisfactory answers, 
and these were elements in their con- 
versions. One convert who places great 
stress on freedom felt, even as a boy 
of 15 or 16, that “Catholics did not 
think for themselves.” For 20 years he 
did not attend any church. One reason 
a highly educated man from Europe 
left the Roman Church was because, he 
says, “the priest forbade me to read 
what I wanted to read.” A graduate of 
a great university as a youngster did 
not “like to be regimented without be- 
ing given a reason.” One, now a promi- 
nent layman, says he did not like the 
fact he “was not free to investigate,” 
and was an agnostic for 40 years. 

Among: those whose queries were 
not answered was a girl of a question- 
ing nature who brought many prob- 
lems to her superiors. The nuns re- 
warded her for her searching by refer- 
ring to her as a “pagan.” A boy asked 
many questions the priests could not 
answer, and usually received the reply, 
“That’s not for you to question.” One 
man wondered as a youngster where 
Cain’s wife came from, The priest told 
him he was “not supposed to ask that 
type of question.” 

Twenty-three indicate the Catholic 
Church’s emphasis on money was one 
reason why they left it. One convert 
remembers when, as a godfather, he 
handed an envelope to a priest who 
said, “I hope there’s a ten-dollar bill 
in there.” He must have been disap- 
pointed; there was only five. This man 
says, “They've got a set price for nearly 
everything.” Another convert disliked 
“so many collections.” He did not care 
for the idea of “buying so many days oft 
in purgatory,” or “buying his way into 





our third child arrived (second and third were born with a hered- 
itary celiac disease) birth control was obviously desirable, if not absolutely necessary. 
Nevertheless as a Catholic it was necessary for me to confess this practice. 

I went to scores of different priests with the problem, but they could offer no answer. 
They granted me absolution but each knew there was no “firm purpose of amendment.” 
Thus for me to remain a Catholic was to be a hypocrite. 

I then studied the Episcopal faith and was surprised at the similarity in basic teach- 
ings. My wife took an interest and we both became Episcopalians and we enjoy our 


relationship to the church. 


The general (personal) confession during the Holy Communion service seems to me 
to extract more of a “firm purpose of amendment” than is possible in confessing to a 


priest because you can’t fool yourself. 


I find the English service more understandable and rewarding than the Latin. I like the 
emphasis on the Holy Trinity, instead of first on the Mother Church, second the Virgin, 
third Jesus Christ, fourth God the Father. And there is a difference in attitude toward 
rules of the church—you don’t have to do these things, you want to do them. & 
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heaven.” Nor did he like “to see so 
much money go for requiem masses.” 

At least 15 converts objected to 
kneeling before, or “worshiping,” idols 
or images. Here again, it is possible 
some gave the reasons for dissatisfac- 
tion as they see them now. One says, 
“Good Roman Catholic that I had ai- 
ways tried to be, it was hard to recon- 
cile the veneration of the images of 
saints and of Mary with the teaching 
of the Scripture....It is true, too, 
that while the teaching is that we 
should pray through Mary and the 
saints, in practice it amounts to praying 
to them.” Another convert, as a Catho- 
lic, was not pleased with the gaudily 
painted statues, the gold and the jewels 
she saw. Still another convert, now a 
Presbyterian pastor, lists among the 
reasons why he could not remain in 
the Roman Church, “her idolatry, 
Mariolatry and worship of saints.” 

Some disliked the “rigidity” of their 
church, which, one convert felt, is al- 
most “violent” at times. 

Three other reasons for Catholics 
becoming Protestants are closely re- 
lated. Eighty-eight indicate they were 
influenced by other people: husbands, 
wives, friends, relatives, neighbors, 
acquaintances, ministers, radio speak- 
ers, books, and in two or three cases, 
priests who drove them farther from 
the Church! At least 66 attended Prot- 
estant services while they were still 
Catholics, and 61 indicate the Bible 
played a part in their conversions, 
sometimes a small one, sometimes a 
great one. When we say they are re- 
lated we mean that in many instances 
other individuals influenced these peo- 
ple to read the Bible or persuaded them 
to attend Protestant meetings where it 
was read or discussed. 

A neighbor of one woman was given 
a copy of Billy Graham’s Peace With 
God. She read it through in one eve- 
ning and became a different person 
from that day on. The convert says, 
“She began to impress upon me God’s 
Word morning, noon and night. I had 
no peace ...she had been my closest 
friend; now I began to dislike her. 
Finally I told her she was a fanatic and 
asked her to leave me alone.” But she 
borrowed a Bible, read from it, and in 
time became a Protestant. One girl was 
reading a book by Grace Livingston 
Hill in which the Bible was referred to. 
Her curiosity was aroused, so she asked 
some of her Catholic friends for a Bible. 
None had one. She became friendly 
with a Protestant and attended some 
Bible classes. She was the first in her 
family to convert. 

A woman writes, “I started studying 
my Bible in a small Bible class... . I 
cannot tell you how my heart leaped 
with joy and gladness as each page re- 
vealed God’s love for me.” 

How thorough a sincere seeker can 
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be is illustrated by the woman who 
lived next door to a church that held 
open-air meetings which she could 
hear. She became interested and 
started to attend the church. She 
owned a Catholic Bible; the minister 
gave her a Protestant Bible. She placed 
these side by side, and compared what 
she read, going through the entire 
Bible, her daughter assures us, in this 
way. The Book was the principal in- 
fluence in her conversion. 

One Catholic girl married at 17 a 
young man who was not a member of 
any church. Two years later he became 
a Baptist. And, she writes, “Here the 
struggle began! He brought home a 
Bible! I had never actually had a Bible 
in my hands. My folks had none in their 
home. Our neighbors ridiculed my hus- 
band and laughed because of his read- 
ing the Bible. ... He attempted to tell 
me about some of the truths from 
God’s Word. I only became embittered 
as I thought he was a fanatic to read 
the Bible so much. As he brought home 
booklets and tracts explaining how to 
be saved I became curious to see what 
these tracts and his Bible contained. I 
began to read these. ... When anyone 
came to visit or when my husband 
came home I hurriedly hid everything 
I was reading. The more I read the 
Bible the more I wondered if I was 
right. Then one day it dawned upon 
me that this was not a good Bible. It 
was only a Protestant Bible. I told my 
husband I wanted some money to buy 
myself a Catholic Bible....I was 
finally able to get one. 

“I took it home and began to study 
it. By this time I had composed a list 
of things which my church taught me. 
I also had a list of things my husband's 
church believed. I would compare 
them and I would search in the Bible 
to find the answers on baptism, confes- 
sion, confirmation, purgatory, com- 
munion, images, penance, etc.... As I 
was satisfied that one answer was 
wrong I would scratch out this belief 
on my list. As time went on I found I 
had fewer and fewer of my church’s 
beliefs that I could truthfully say the 
Bible taught.” 

She moved further toward conver- 
sion until, she says, “I was so upset and 
bewildered I didn’t know what to do. 
The following Sunday morning I went 
to confession and communion but with 
tears in my eyes....I was to confess 
to a man instead of God, and call him 
‘Father.’” She wept in church, and 
that afternoon, at home. She ques- 
tioned her husband about the Bible. 
“As he explained to me the way to be 
saved and read to me from the Bible, 
I trusted Christ as my Savior. I was 
so gloriously happy and had such peace 
and assurance in my heart!” Over nine 
years have passed. She writes, “Those 
have been the happiest years of my 
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life.” Her husband has been a minister 
for more than seven years, 

Behind the converts’ unfamiliarity 
with the Bible while they were Catho- 
lics was the attitude of the Roman 
Church itself toward Bible reading. At 
least 26 mention or refer to this. Of 
course, many of these converts grew 
up in other countries, and some of them 
left their church many years ago. 
There is evidence that the attitude of 
the hierarchy has changed. 

Twenty-six converts express, men- 
tion, or revolt against, what could be 
called an abnormal fear of death or 
of hell, which, they feel, the Roman 
Church instills. One, as a girl, felt that 
only saints went to heaven, and that 
she had no chance of entering there. 
But if she had any chance, she thought 
it might be better to die while young; 
she might not have to suffer so long 
in purgatory. 

A man, even before he left the 
church, came to feel that Catholics 
lived in fear, and thought of Catholic- 
ism as “a form of terror.” Another 
writes of “the terrifying fear of the un- 
known.” Still another says, “I had been 
living in mortal fear of death” during 
the years when he was a monk. A 
woman says that by her conversion, “a 
God of fear was replaced by a God of 
love.” A man describes his change as 
“a journey from fear to faith.” Another: 
“The dreadful fear of death is gone.” 

No one can deal honestly with our 
subject without discussing the Catholic 
Church’s attitude on matters related 
to sex, because with several it was a 
cause of conversion; it is also one rea- 
son many Catholics are “fallen away.” 

Our subject can be divided into four 
parts: celibacy and its results; confes- 
sion and its temptations; birth control; 
divorce and annulments. Twenty-three 
mentioned one or more of these, or 
their results. A dozen refer to devia- 
tions from priestly vows of chastity. 
Seven mention birth control. Five refer 
to confession-and-sex. Four mention 
divorce. (A few of the converts had 
been divorced.) Two referred to adul- 
tery in Catholic lands. 

First, celibacy. Much tragedy and 
hypocrisy, as well as many conversions, 
can be traced to those who made 
celibacy a rule for priests and nuns. 
The Catholic Church, many of whose 
laws were laid down, and to a great 
extent administered, by old men, asks 
what is, for many healthy, virile men 
and women, impossible—in spite of 
self-flagellation, prayer and _ reliance 
on the Grace of God. 

One result of enforced celibacy is 
a virtual obsession with sex. One noted 
ex-priest tells of a compendium of 
Roman Catholic moral theology in 
which 32 pages are devoted to sexual 
sins and 12 pages to “assault, suicide, 
murder, dueling, capital punishment, 
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the relation among nations, and the 
morality of war from the stone age to 
the atomic era.” 

There are other effects of celibacy. 
Frustration may bring in its train 
sadism, which sometimes sows the 
seeds for conversion of its victims later. 
One convert, as a girl, attended a 
parochial school where the nuns pun- 
ished a pupil by hitting her on the 
hands with a heavy ruler if she was 
two minutes late. If one girl talked in 
class, all, perhaps 30, were punished 
in this way. Another woman remem- 
bers how as a girl of about eleven, she 
was once locked into the cellar of a 
parochial school because she could not 
write well. She was apparently forgot- 
ten. Her distracted mother sought the 
help of the police. When found, she 
had been screaming for about four 
hours and could not talk above a 
hoarse whisper. Is it surprising that 
both of those girls are Protestant 
women today? One suspects those re- 
sponsible were totally unaware of the 
force behind this cruelty, Any psycho- 
analyst would know what it was. 

The inordinate emphasis on another 
world which a number of converts 





noted (and which some never aban- 
don), and the consequent fear passed 
on from one generation to another, is 
traceable not only to antiquated 
dogmas and the Church’s “hunger and 
thirst after” money, but also to the 
fact that the men who made and make 
the rules, and priests and nuns, if they 
keep their vows, are denied one of the 
most obvious forms of “future life’— 
children. Our lives extend on in them 
and in their children’s children. Deny 
any group this form of “immortality” 
and they will naturally overcompen- 
sate—overemphasize another form of it. 
This, as a number of converts indicate, 
is exactly what happens in Catholicism. 

The great majority of priests and 
nuns are of course sincere, virtuous 
men and women trying hard to lead 
abnormal lives. 

Confession. We have already noted 
reasons why some disliked it. Others 
did because of the type of queries they 
were asked. One convert born in Italy 
remembers one time when, as a child, 
he had to go to confession. The priest 
asked him—a 9-year-old boy!—“Did you 
go near some woman?” He was “dis- 
gusted” by this, and from about that 
time until he was converted at 26, he 
had little interest in religion. A priest 
asked a girl questions in confession 





which she did not understand. She told 
her father, who went to talk with the 
padre, and he, her father, as she says, 
“wanted to slap him.” She did not go 
to confession again until she married. 

Not only did dissatisfaction with 
their church’s attitude on birth control 
influence some to become Protestants; 
it is also one of the principal reasons 
why many present-day adherents be- 
come “fallen-away” ones. What some 
women who practice birth control en- 
dure in the confessional, one Catholic 
describes as “murder.” So, another 
Catholic says, a number of her young 
married friends do not go to confession 
or to their church because of its atti- 
tude on this subject. One convert be- 
lieves that “Roman Catholic women 
practice birth control almost to the 
same extent as do their neighbors.” 

Divorce, The Catholic prohibition 
of divorce is another cause of conver- 
sion. One girl was married when quite 
young to a non-Catholic who became 
entangled with drink and involved 
with other women. She, at the age of 
19 or 20, rejected the ruling which 
would have required her either to live 
with him or spend the rest of her life 
alone. She obtained a divorce. Later 
she married another man, they are 
now Lutheran. 

Did conversion to Protestantism al- 
ter the lives of the persons in this 
study? Many of them say that it did. 
Twenty-six mention or refer to this 
change. One writes, “The quickening 
power of Christ in my life wrought a 
complete change in my inner nature.” 
A woman was “not the same person.” 
She was more kind, more patient, and 
had more of purpose in life. Another, 
after conversion, placed greater stress 
on ethics, morality and love. As a 
Catholic, she said, she had never 
thought of loving her enemies. Now 
she can love even them. One man, after 
a friend’s repeated insistence, attended 
a Protestant church one Sunday eve- 
ning. He was impressed by the hymn- 
words, “Safe in the arms of Jesus.” 
When he arrived home, not drunk as 
usual, his wife was puzzled. She wanted 
to know “where he had been all this 
time.” He replied that he had “taken a 
walk.” Finally, he had to confess that 
he had gone to a Protestant church. 
Drunkenness she could forgive—but 
not this! He quit drinking and cursing 
and started to read his Bible. Later she 
too converted. 

A large percentage use words such 
as joy, peace, happiness, to describe 
their experience. One says, “I feel so 
different now, I have joy and peace in 
my heart and my love to God is much 
stronger now, since I became a Prot- 
estant than when I was a Catholic and 
went regularly to the Catholic Church.” 

Another asserts, “I have found the 
peace of mind, soul and heart that so 
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many are seeking.” Another found that 
“the trees were greener and the birds 
sang better,” after his spiritual change. 
One priest, after he left the Church 
and married, says he “was emotionally, 
mentally and matrimonially at peace. 
I had not dreamed that a person could 
be so happy.” 

On the other hand, one of the most 
obvious facts which came out in the 
study is that a rather high percentage 
of these people did not change nearly 
so much psychologically as they did 
theologically. So far as our study could 
determine, there is a tendency for con- 
verts to veer toward the ends of the 
Protestant spectrum. Virtually all were 
reared in an inflexible church. Many 
still must have a religion of absolute 
certainty, a beyond-the-shadow-of-a 
doubt faith. These join groups that 
might appear to a liberal Protestant to 
be just as dogmatic as the church they 
have left. As when they were Catho- 
lics, they live by absolutes, This rigid- 
ity is one of the characteristics of the 
denominations that gather unto them- 
selves a disproportionate percentage 
of the converts from Catholicism, 

Some retain their conservativism 
but revolt against ritual and authori- 
tarianism. Others reject all of Roman- 
ism and join very liberal groups:. one 
associate pastor of a Unitarian church 
said that, of the converts they have 
received in the past year, between 60 
and 75 per cent were once Catholic. 
Our study indicates that a smaller per- 
centage join churches near the center 
of the spectrum, and when they do, 
one suspects that a husband or wife is 
more likely to have influenced them to- 
ward conversion than is true of others. 

One of the questions asked most of 
the converts was, “What do you espe- 
cially like about Protestantism?” 
Almost exactly one-half named friend- 
liness, sociability, brotherhood, fellow- 
ship, warmth, love, sincerity, together- 
ness or participation in the services. 
Some mentioned “a more direct contact 
with God,” and some writers quoted 
I Timothy 2:5, “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God and 
men, the man Jesus Christ... .” 

One convert says bluntly that he 
“never saw a friendly Catholic church.” 
Another who found the Catholic 
Church “cold” says that there “you go 
in and out”—a statement others also 
made—and says Protestant people will 
“go way out” to help others. Another 
man likes the feeling that he is a “part 
of the church, not just a visitor.” An- 
other who grew up in Europe, where, 
he states, “the church is the church” 
with no facilities for social activities, 
enjoys the social life in the church he 
attends and the high level of the dis- 
cussions in which he participates. 

Another likes the “democracy” in his 
church, A number mention the friend- 
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liness of Protestant ministers. When 
the pastor shook hands with one 
woman after the first Protestant serv- 
ice she attended she “almost went 
through the floor . . . it was all so differ- 
ent from the Roman Catholic Church 
where one goes in and out by himself.” 

One of the questions asked many of 
the converts was, “Do you miss any- 
thing about Catholicism?” Among 60 
converts the answers varied from a 
slow, thoughtful “No,” or, “I can’t 
think of anything,” to a quick, “Very 
definitely not.” An Episcopalian feels 
he has “as much and more,” the “more” 
being “warmth, friends and a religion 
without compulsion.” 

But nine do miss something. One 
young woman misses the kneeling at 
prayer, A girl of 15 misses the churches 
open for prayer—as Catholic churches 
usually are. Two miss the music, and 
another names high mass, Three miss 
the “reverence” of Catholic churches. 
One feels that Protestants could learn 
from the Catholics, and “could go to 
church more and give better support.” 

Since so many did like the friendli- 
ness in the Protestant church, I was a 
bit puzzled by the statement of the 
Rev. Joseph Wittkofski: “The only 
thing about Roman Catholicism that I 
miss is the strong sense of comradeship 
which is generally missing among other 
groups of Christian people.” So I wrote 
to him again to make sure I understood. 

Rev. Wittkofski’s reply, in part, is 
this: “I quite agree that there is more 
superficial friendliness among Protes- 
tants than among Roman Catholics, 
but . . . the sense of comradeship is not 
as deep. This may be explained on the 
basis of commonly shared convictions 
among Roman Catholics, which of 
course, is lacking in the mass of Prot- 
estants.” An Episcopalian who does 
not identify himself with any one of 
the three groups in his church: high, 
broad or low, points out that he was 
being opposed at the same time by 
some in his denomination because he 
was “high church,” by others because 
he was “low church.” He continues, 
“You see how impossible any real sense 
of comradeship is, in even one Protes- 
tant church, Now you multiply this by 
the Protestant churches in the U.S... .” 

He writes further, “The Roman 
Church, with its totalitarian outlook 
can create a comradeship that results 
from real togetherness. We may not 
agree with the principles that create 
the comradeship, but we must admit 
that (it) is there. .. . The corporate life 
of the Roman Church is far more real 
to Roman Catholics than is the corpo- 
rate life of Protestantism to Protestant 
people.” 

Rev. John Badamo, in reply to my 
first letter, and the question, “Do you 
miss anything... ?” said, “Yes. There 
is a beauty and also a spirit of rever- 
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ence which Catholics have and which 
is lacking in many of our Protestant 
churches.” He explains, “While a com- 
municant of the Church of Rome, I was 
trained from my earliest years to culti- 
vate an attitude of worship and rever- 
ence before and during the saying of 
the Mass....I recall how the nuns 
used to squelch any tomfoolery that 
was attempted as we entered the sanc- 
tuary. After my conversion to Protes- 
tantism, I observed that this spirit of 
reverence was lacking in many of the 
churches I attended. I would like some 
of our Protestants to cultivate a spirit 
of reverence and worship when they 
enter a church.” 

Pulling up old spiritual roots can be 
painful. What about these people? Did 
they experience much inner struggle? 
Several indicated there was none, The 
change-over of one woman who, even 
as a youngster doubted many Catholic 
doctrines, was “very easy.” It was “like 
opening windows and letting fresh air 
in.” But at least 36 indicated there was 
some conflict, which varied from very 
little to that of the one who speaks of 
“20 years of intense arguments within 
myself.” Ex-priest Lucien Vinet says 
leaving the priesthood was the most 
difficult decision of his life. A woman 
says of her struggle, “it was terrible.” 

One mental or emotional quality 
that is very evident in a number of 
these converts to Protestantism is a 
need for freedom, a desire to think for 
themselves, to question what they are 
told, a certain independence of mind, 
that simply does not fit into a system 
which places great stress on obedience. 
They did not wish to accept any such 
degree of authority as the Catholic 
Church imposes, This was not so true 
of those who joined the more rigid 
Protestant groups. 

This trait may be a sign of emotional 
maturity. It can also be a sign of re- 
belliousness. Nineteen of the 86 whose 
conversion-age we know, became Prot- 
estants between the ages of 13 and 22, 
when the search for independence 
from parental authority is strongest. It 
is possible some, particularly second- 
generation youngsters who were trying 
hard to become “good Americans,” re- 
belled against their parents and almost 
everything they represented, including 
their old-world ways and their heir- 
loom religion. Protestant youth of 
course has its own rebels.
